Regular Activities 


During the year 1959 the Board held 41 regular meetings, 21 Special 
Meetings, 8 meetings to sign Warrants, 59 Public Hearings, 4 Private Hear- 
ings. ‘The Board issued 141 Licenses, granted 150 Permits, made 109 regular 
appointments and appointed 397 workers for the two elections. Thirty-three 
Jurors were drawn for Jury Duty in the year 1959. 


Police Department 


Thomas J. McEvoy, Sergeant in the Police Department, was promoted 
to a Lieutenant in the Department as of April 7, 1959. John Arena and 
William T. Maloon, Patrolmen, were promoted to Sergeants as of April 22, 
1959. Robert Davis and Fred Hildreth were appointed Regular Patrolmen 
as of September 14, 1959. Wallace Montgomery appointed a Regular 
Patrolman, October 5, 1959. Robert J. Drew was appointed a Reserve 
Patrolman as of April 22, 1959, and Joseph T. Kane, Jr., a Reserve Patrol- 
man April 27, 1959. Joseph E. Webster and Anthony Melchiorri were 
appointed Permanent Patrolmen as of April 22, 1959. William H. Hay- 
wood, Jr., and William Balcom were appointed Temporary Reserve Patrol- 
men from December 11, 1959 to February 29, 1960. Lorraine V. Connell 
was appointed a Police Woman for School Traffic Duty, April 6, 1959. 
George B. Scott, Jr., retired as of July 15, 1959 and John C. Conway retired 
as of September 21, 1959. 


Town Meetings 


The Board received Ninety-Three Articles for the Annual Town Meet- 
ing and after consulting with the departments that sponsored the Articles, 
it was voted to include the Ninety-Three Articles in the Warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting which was called for March 24, 1959 in the Senior 
High School Auditorium. The Annual Town Meeting was held in the 
Senior High School Auditorium on March 24, 1959. 


Traffic Rules and Orders 


During 1959 many petitions and requests were received to improve 
trafic conditions throughout the Town. The Selectmen made personal 
observances of conditions relating to traffic and after hearings were held, 
adopted and established amendments to the Traffic Rules and Orders which 
have been approved by the State Department of Public Works, Traffic 
Division, on the following: 


No Parking Signs 


On the East side of South Main Street from East Street to the inter- 
section of Cottage Street. 
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Richard S. Sanderson Jerry T. Torti William F. Wells 


On Hartford Street from Porter Road 200 feet West, on the Northerly 
side. 


Traffic Signals 


A new set of Traffic Signals with Directional Arrows were installed at 
Route 9 and Speen Street. 

The Board were also successful in obtaining a metal barrier which was 
placed on the reservation near the Carling Brewing Company on Route 9. 


Go Slow Children 


Go Slow Children Signs were painted on all streets in front of Schools 
and adjacent to the schools where traffic is extra heavy. All crosswalks were 
painted to promote the safety of the children crossing the streets. 


Parking Meters 
Fees collected from Parking Meters for the year 1959 were $11,768.12. 


Annual Town Report 


The Board appointed the ‘Town Report Committee of 1959 consisting 
of Emil K. Anderson, Chairman, Wendell O. Poley, Marion Briggs, Joseph 
A. Todisco, Jean B. Thompson, Douglas L. Russell, Edmund J. Coolidge, 
Herbert A. Black, 2nd, and Dominic Tessicini. The Selectmen advertised 
for bids for the printing of the Annual Town Report for 1959. Four sealed 
bids were received. ‘The Board accepted the bid of the Wellesley Press, Inc., 
of Wellesley, in the amount of $19.00 per page. 


Street Lighting 


The Annual Town Meeting authorized the Board to install additional 
street lights for the year 1959. After investigation of each request the Board

ordered the installation of 41 Street Lights. In addition to these a new 
mercury vapor type of light has been installed on East Central Street from 
South Main Street to Marion Street, West Central Street from South Main 
Street to Spring Street. Orders will soon be issued for the continuation of 
these lights to Cemetery Street. The old 10,000 Lumen incandescent lamps 
on East Central and West Central Streets have been replaced by 11,000 
Lumen Mercury lamps for better lighting at less cost to the Town. The new 
type light has also been installed on Speen Street at Hartford and on North 
Main Street across from the J. M. Field Store. Many favorable comments 
have been received on these new vapor type lights. 


Perambulation of Town Bounds 


The Town Bounds of Sherborn-Natick were perambulated on Sunday, 
November 8, 1959, with the Selectmen of both towns being present. 


Other Activities 


At a regular meeting of the Selectmen held March 9, 1959, the Board 
reorganized at 8:00 P.M. Richard S. Sanderson was elected Chairman 
with Jerry T. Torti as Clerk and William F. Wells as the third member of the 
Board. 

The following appointments were made: Dog Officer, Field Driver, 
Pound Keeper, Moth Superintendent, Director of Civil Defense, Lock-up 
Keeper, Veterans’ Grave Officer, Fence Viewers, Veterans’ Burial Officer, 
Director of Veterans’ Services, Board of Appeals. 

The Board received and accepted the resignation of Francis Ordway, 
Director of Veterans’ Services and on September 14th the Board appointed 
Michael A. Torti of 121 Howe Street, Natick, as Director of Veterans’ 
Services to become effective October 19, 1959. 

The Board reappointed the Long Range Capital Expenditures Com- 
mittee with Charles Murphy as Chairman. 

The Selectmen participated in the opening of the New Parking Lot on 
West Central Street. 

As of July 30th the Selectmen revised the Jury List for 1959-1960. 
During the year thirty-three persons were drawn for Jury Duty at Cambridge. 

A joint meeting of the Board of Public Welfare and the Selectmen was 
held to fill the vacancy in the Welfare Department caused by the death ot 
Rupert Warren. David J. Malcolmson of 17 Lake Street was appointed 
December 3, 1959 as a member of the Welfare Board. 

The Board attended the opening ceremonies at the following New 
Business Establishments: Stop and Shop, Top Value Stamps, Monks 
Laundry, American Radiotelephone Company, Ewen Knight Corp., East 
Natick Industrial Parks Association luncheon, Guaranty Trust Co. of Wal- 
tham, Ten Pin Center Inc. 

The Selectmen attended all meetings of the Middlesex County Select- 
men’s Association. Jerry T. Torti was elected Vice President of this Associa- 
tion. William F. Wells was appointed to the County’s Committee of the 
Massachusetts Selectmen’s Association. Richard S. Sanderson was appointed 
to the Nominating Committee. All attended the Annual Meeting of the 
Massachusetts Selectmen’s Association which was held at the Hotel Statler 
in Boston for three days. 
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Natick Selectmen were hosts to a meeting of the Middlesex County 
Selectmen’s Association in May. With the co-operation of Mr. Roger Wil- 
liams, General Manager of Carling’s, the meeting was held in the cafeteria 
of Carling’s Brewery. Over 100 members of the Association were present. 
After the meeting the visiting Selectmen were conducted on a tour of the 
plant. 


The bill introduced by Selectman Jerry T. Torti in the State Select- 
men’s Convention empowering the Selectmen throughout the Common- 
wealth to investigate any Town department was passed by the House and 
Senate and signed into law by his Excellency Governor Furcolo. 


Your Board of Selectmen once again requests the Town Meeting to 
appoint a committee to investigate the advisability of erecting a Town 
Office Building. Said committee to investigate costs of erecting such build- 
ing, land costs, site location and amortization of costs as compared with 
rents presently paid to private owners. The Board feels that greater 
efficiency and co-ordination of departments would result from a centralized 
office building. 


The Selectmen are most appreciative of the continued co-operation 
received from the Town Officers, Department Heads and Committees who 
have been called upon to meet with them during the year.

During my second year as ‘Town Counsel the workload increased sub- 
stantially. I attended the Annual ‘Town Meetings, the Selectmen’s Meetings 
and Special Meetings, and many other meetings and consultations with 
Town Departments, Boards, and Committees. 


The eminent domain case involving the taking by the ‘Town for water 
purposes of eighty acres of land in the Oak Street area, known as the sunk- 
away, resulted in a substantial pecuniary benefit to the Town. 


A serious gas explosion case against the Town was settled favorably. 


I appeared in Middlesex Superior Court on several variance cases and 
the decision of the Natick Board of Appeals was upheld. 


Many varied suits for defect cases to declaratory judgments together 
with five eminent cases are still pending in the courts. 


Approximately five landtaking cases were settled in the past year for 
amounts fair to the Town.

Each year the gigantic task of policing a town and protecting the 
population becomes more difficult. Many factors combine to produce this 
condition. Public apathy ranks foremost. Methods of detection of crime 
and apprehension of criminals which were valid ten years ago are now 
practically obsolete. The investigation of a crime rarely remains within 
the borders of one town or even surrounding communities, but frequently 
extends to other states. This is the result of organized crime aided by high 
powered cars on rapid highways. 

The focal point of police vigilance in Natick has shifted to route 9, 
due to the mushrooming industries and shopping centers. For this reason 
and on the recommendation of the National Safety Council, who recently 
conducted a traffic survey in Natick, five more patrolmen have been 
requested. Although $2,690.07 will be returned for the year 1959, the 
department seeks additional appropriation of $31,794.01 for this year. 
Step increases in salary established by the Wage Scale Board represent 
approximately $2,100.00 of this amount. The addition of $19,356.25 will 
take care of five new patrolmen, a policewoman at the Wilson Junior High 
School, and a part time clerk, effective April Ist. In the report of the 
National Safety Council, to the Selectmen, six patrolmen and two addi- 
tional clerks were recommended, because of the growth in church attendance 
and industrial employment. We are again requesting the purchase of a 
three-wheel motorcycle for use on traffic meter and parking detail, to be 
paid from parking meter revenue. 

An increase in building repairs of approximately $4,000.00 over last 
year’s appropriation is to cover necessary work on the exterior of the main 
building. 

Reservations have been made to cover the training of five patrolmen 
at the State Police Academy in 1960. A refresher course in firearms train- 
ing is contemplated in the spring for the entire department. 
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The State, in accordance with our repeated requests and recommenda- 
tions, installed larger lens and better controls on route 9. Accidents have 
been lessened as predicted, but a new shopping center due to open this 
year will undoubtedly reopen the problem. 

In the center of town, two situations remain troubled. Lincoln Square, 
already bottlenecked by the intersection of five roads, 1s further aggravated 
by Medical Offices, a restaurant and a bank. Moran Square, also a five-road 
center, promises more worries with new additional business enterprises. A 
State survey and report has been requested at these spots. ‘Town parking 
continues as an unsolved problem. 

This has been a very successful year for the Natick Police Depart- 
ment, in the solving of crime and the recovery of stolen property. Much 
of this was accomplished by the combined efforts of all the men, high- 
lighted by instances of outstanding courage in the face of danger. Again, 
we thank the public, the press and the radio, for their assistance and look 
forward to a progressive year of service. 

The entire number of arrests for offenses committed in Natick for the 
year ending December 31, 1959, was 890. Of these, 804 were males, 86 
were females. There were 187 residents and 703 non-residents. There 
were 860 adults and 30 juveniles. In addition there were some 1314 arrests. 
made or summons served for out of town Police Departments. 

There were 30 juveniles summoned before the Juvenile Session of the 
Natick District Court during the year.

There were 365 automobile accidents investigated during the year 
which is 7 more than in 1958. Of these 180 resulted in personal injuries, 
an increase of 20 over the previous year. 

During the year three fatal motor vehicle accidents occurred in Natick, 
resulting in four deaths, this being 1 less fatal accident than last year but the 
same amount of deaths. 

A Natick youth lost his life on January 31st when the car he was 
operating west on West Central Street, went out of control and came in 
contact with a vehicle traveling in the opposite direction. 

On April 7th a young Natick man lost his life when the car he was 
operating west along route 9, went out of control, broke thru a guard rail 
and landed forty feet out into Lake Cochituate. 

Two Natick men lost their lives on June 8th, when the car in which 
they were traveling east along West Central Street, struck an Edison pole.

The Natick Fire Department through its expansion program, reported 
in 1953, has now reached its completion. The Felchville Station has been 
replaced and good fire protection has been provided in both West and East 
Natick. The Central Station is now in good condition, having been partially 
renovated in the last few years. A small appropriation this year will com- 
plete the work. There is no need for additional Fire Stations in the foresee- 
able future. 

The South Natick Station built in 1947 should in the near future have 
the living quarters expanded. As part of a program to strengthen the De- 
partment, larger living quarters will be necessary. 

There was no apparatus added or replaced during the year 1959. The 
general condition of all apparatus is good and maintenance is kept at a high 
level. It should be noted, however, that we now are running first line a 
pumping engine and an aerial ladder which was purchased in 1942, or 
eighteen years ago. 

This year we are requesting an additional ladder truck to augment the 
present ladder and to furnish the Town with better fire protection in those 
areas where the values are mounting so rapidly. This additional ladder will 
replace the Forest/Rescue unit in Station Four, West Natick. The For- 
est/Rescue unit will be moved to the Central Station and replace the 
present Forest Fire Truck, a 1941 Chevrolet, which will be placed in reserve 
for Civil Defense use. ‘This move is feasible as the forest fire areas are 
now being greatly minimized and the need for a straight Forest Fire truck 
is not necessary. 

There is a request for six additional Firefighters which will provide 
three men for the new ladder truck, one man on each tour of duty, other 
men being transferred to the ladder truck from the present Forest/Rescue 
truck. The other three additional men will be at Station Three, East Natick 
to provide additional strength to this Company made necessary by the ex- 
tensive growth of both residential and mercantile building in this area. 

This year there is a request for a new Department Car which will be 
equipped as an ambulance for emergency use and will be used as a Chiet’s 
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... In any Emergency 


Car. This action will make a car available for the Fire Inspector at all 
times. The Inspection work is most valuable and with the expansion of the 
Town it will soon necessitate some men on a part-time in-service inspection 
program. 

The past year has been a very busy year; however, the fire loss in the 
‘Town has been very low. The continuance of an active Fire Inspection pro- 
gram throughout the business districts and the excellent cooperation of the 
Townspeople assist in keeping the Fire losses at a minimum. 

The Fire Alarm System has been expanded during the year with the 
addition of ten boxes and the connecting of several of the new boxes in town 
to the system. ‘This service adds in giving better fire protection by minimizing 
the possibility of delayed alarms. 

All Schools now are equipped with fire detectors in basement areas; 
several of the newer schools are more extensively protected. The Center 
School, due to its size and construction, is entirely protected by fire detectors 
and will be partially sprinkled during 1960. This project was authorized 
by the Town Meeting of 1959, but conditions made it impossible to com- 
plete this work in the current year. All schools are now inter-connected with 
the Town Fire Alarm system for the quickest possible alarm transmission. 

With the growing use of under water breathing apparatus and the de- 
velopment of safer equipment it 1s now considered as part of the function 
of the Fire Department to train and equip men for this additional duty. 
During the past year, on two occasions, 1t was necessary to call the Framing- 
ham Fire Department to assist us with their men and equipment. I feel we 
should be equipped that we might give more efficient service to the ‘Towns- 
people and if need be could render some mutual assistance. It is planned to 
equip and operate a unit in conjunction with the Civilian Defense program. 

I wish again to thank the Townspeople, Board of Selectmen and all 
other Departments for the excellent cooperation given the Fire Department 
throughout the year.

Department of Public Works 


This Report is the Thirty-ninth Annual Report of the Public Works. 
Department. 

Mr. Thomas L. Huddy was re-elected for a three-year term to the 
Board of Public Works in March. 

Mr. Ralph I. Larson resigned from the Board in December, having 
accepted employment in another state. 

The following is a complete report of work carried on by the separate: 
Divisions of the Department during 1959. 
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Highway Division: 

The main construction project for the year was the building of Hart- 
ford Street from Speen Street to Worcester Street under Chapter 90 State 
Aid. Letters of appreciation from the residents and commercial establish- 
ments in the area make us realize what a worth while project this was. The 
remainder of our Chapter 90 allotment was used to start the last section 
of Speen Street to the Framingham Town Line. In 1960 the final pave- 
ment and slope seeding will finish this street. It is hoped that Framingham 
will finish their portion of Speen Street to Route 30 in 1960. 

Lodge Road was constructed under 75-25 Betterments and probably 
will be the last so proportioned. Article 83 of the Annual ‘Town Meeting 
of 1959 voted that all private ways, woodland roads or unaccepted streets 
constructed under the Betterment Act shall be done with the entire cost 
being assessed to the abuttors. Sidewalks will still be charged 50-50. 

During the year, two new Industrial Developments were started and 
nearly completed, one at Pine and Oak Streets in East Natick and the 
other at Worcester Street, west of Speen Street. The streets in these develop- 
ments are the first to be constructed with a six-inch pavement of crushed 
stone and hot top. This should keep the maintenance costs for these streets 
at a minimum for many years. All street work in these developments was 
carried on under the supervision and inspection of the Public Works 
Department. 

Residential development was on the increase again in 1959. Three 
new developments were started and carried on through the year. 

Maintenance of the town’s public streets was carried on throughout 
the year and the various functions are listed below. 

Street sweeping continues to be an important phase of maintenance. 
It became apparent this year that a single motorized sweeper is not suffi- 
cient to carry on a good clean-up program. Consequently a second sweeper 
is being requested in our 1960 budget.

A third well has been added to Natick’s Public Water Supply in 
1959. This is in the Pine-Oak section of East Natick. Well No. 1 was 
completed and went into operation early in the summer. This well pro- 
duces 1,500,000 gallons of water per day and has served to increase water 
pressure throughout East Natick. 

A second well has been driven in the same area and will be in oper- 
ation early in 1960. The instrumentation for this second well will be 
housed in the main pumping station erected for Well No. 1. A 12 inch 
trunk line water main was installed in Speen Street between Worcester and 
Hartford Street to further improve water distribution in the industrial 
section of North West Natick. 

A marked increase in both commercial and residential building was 
noted in 1959. The Water Department installed 193 new water services, 
a number higher than any of the past several years. Also 32 old water 
services were relaid with new pipe. 

Maintenance of the 130 miles of water main in Natick continues to 
be an ever present but expected problem. An average number of leaks 
were handled with a minimum of inconvenience to consumers. Valves 
were checked throughout the system and where necessary mains were 
flushed.

The largest week’s pumping was from May 25th to the 31st, with a 
total gallonage of 39,848,000 gallons. The largest amount in any one day 
was on May 27th when 7,100,000 gallons were pumped. 


Sewer Division: 


The main sewer project for the year was the construction of sewer 
lines and a sewer pumping station on Worcester Street west of North 
Main Street. This involved laying 2500 feet of gravity sewer line and 
2000 feet of force main. Crossing under Worcester Street itself was par- 
ticularly hectic due to heavy traffic but was carried on without incident. 


A second project was installing 2400 feet of sewer on Bacon Street 
east of Park Ave. ‘This sewer has long been needed and now makes public 
sewer available to 28 additional residences. 


Nine hundred (900) feet of sewer was laid on School Street extension 
and Nolin Street, making sewer available to 10 more houses. 


A large sewer connection to the MDC Trunk-line was started near 
Edwards and Belmore Road. This is a particularly difficult line since it 
must be laid well below the level of the pond and right adjacent to it. At 
one point, the line must cross the pond where Beaver Brook enters. ‘This 
project will continue through the winter and upon completion will elimi- 
nate the Edwards Road Sewer Station, its maintenance and expense. 

In addition to construction, many sewer mains were cleaned and 
flushed in a program of preventative maintenance. 
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Eighty-two (82) service connections were installed to houses and busi- 
ness buildings during the year. 


In all, 11,600 feet of sewer lines were laid in Natick in 1959. This in- 
cludes that footage installed by developers under the supervision and in- 
spection of the Public Works Department. Another sewer pumping station 
was constructed and paid for by the Developer at the Pine-Oak Industrial 
Park. This will be taken over by the Sewer Division upon the acceptance 
of the streets in that development. 


A sewer main and pumping station was installed on Worcester Street 
west of North Main Street this year. The money had previously been 
alloted during 1957 and present industrial building in the area necessitated 
the main, installation and station being constructed. 


The connection to the MDC is under construction to direct the 
sewerage from the Edwards Road Station into their trunk line. 


Many main lines were flushed to eliminate plugging. 


Forty-five (45) house connections were installed during 1959. These 
are paid for by the owner although funds from the budget are expended 
to purchase materials to do the work. 


Two and two tenths (2.2) miles of sewer main were added to the 
Town’s sewer system. This included the amount installed by developers 
and the town. The lines laid in Developments are inspected by the Public 
Works Department because we must maintain these after the streets are ac- 
cepted by the Town.

Tree and Moth Department 


During the year 1959 the Tree and Moth Department reports the 
removal and disposal of over 100 confirmed Dutch Elm Diseased trees 
below ground level. The latest reports from the Shade Tree Laboratories 
are that spraying, sanitation and scouting are still vital in the fight against 
Dutch Elm Disease. This is being done thoroughly and consistently in the 
town. A dormant spray was applied to our elms in late March and early 
April this year in an effort to curb the Elm bark beetle, which is the 
carrier of Dutch Elm Disease. A leaf spray was applied to all our elms 
during the months of May and June for the control of this type beetle. 
In different sections of the town where Elm trees are predominant we have 
done extensive trimming and pruning where needed to eliminate beetle 
breeding areas. A spray was applied to all our birches for birch leaf miner 
with considerable success. A spray was applied to all our Oak trees this 
year for Oak Leaf miner which was very severe. Control of Oak Leaf 
miner is done between May 25 and June 5. Extensive trimming of low 
hanging limbs over sidewalks and streets was done in various sections of 
the town. 

One of our biggest problems the past year was the planting of trees. 
Approximately 50 trees were planted to replace trees removed by Dutch 
Elm Disease, the rest of the trees were planted in the newer developments. 
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In past years the majority of trees were planted by telephone requests, 
however, the requests far outnumbered the trees available. This coming 
year we will endeavor to fill areas where there is a definite need for shade 
trees through a uniform tree planting program. ‘Trees will be planted 
according to streets. In this way eventually all streets in the town will be 
planted. Plans are now being formulated to produce a tree farm within 
the town so that in time the town will have their own source of supply.

The Town Forest of East Natick has been willed to the Town of 
Natick for the recreation and education of the townspeople. The Natick 
Natural Science Park has, in the past few years, been supplying some of the 
educational materials which it is possible to derive from the area. The 
study areas have all been marked with concrete posts. A guide manual 
has been printed and is distributed from the Lilja School and the Natick 
Esso Service Station. Trained student guides are available to show groups 
through the Park. An astronomical observatory is in operation. Groups 
may use the observatory by arrangement. 


The main effort in the Park this past year has been to create mate- 
rials for the schools. There is much work done to make the materials 
available to schools for study. Many people have cooperated to build and 
maintain the Park. Funds have been allocated from the town and public 
donations have helped in construction. Plans for the future call for 
continuation of present activities and expanded use of the forest for 
recreational and educational programs. The people of Natick are invited 
to make use of the possibilities of this area.

School Committee 


One of the most important actions taken in 1959 was the return to 
the K-6-6-3 plan of operation for the educational system. This became a 
reality with the opening of the Henry Wilson Junior High School. The 
continuing growth of the school population with its complementary housing 
requirements and necessary educational services is an ever-present problem 
that must be resolved by the Committee. 


To this end, the Committee has met with the Economic Development 
Associates to study future building needs and to project these needs over 
the next five years in the Capital Budget Program. After careful con- 
sideration the Committee has voted (a) to request a special town meeting 
for the addition to the Cole School because there is a time factor involved 
in receiving approval of the Massachusetts School Building Assistance 
Commission, plus an immediate subsequent approval of the Emergency 
Finance Board, (b) to acquire the Centre Street property for an elementary 
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school, and (c) to obtain a sum of money to prepare plans and speci- 
fications for this building. 


School Committee members have attended many local, state, and 
regional meetings in relation to their duties. The chairman attended the 
National School Board Convention where the sessions highlighted the need 
for closer examination by school boards of the importance of educational 
policies, the selection of teachers, and the strengthening of curricula. The 
Committee has become better acquainted with the curriculum as well as 
the techniques and methods of teaching through visits with the directors, 
department heads, principals, and specialists. This is a continuing process 
with emphasis on the quality of education and the encouragement of high 
standards within the school system. 


The largest single item in the budget is for personal services. ‘The 
Committee adopted a new salary schedule for teachers and _ principals, 
recognizing the need to maintain high educational standards for the com- 
munity. The Committee has taken advantage of financial aid through the 
National Education Defense Act and has allocated federal funds for school 
purposes so that the school budget may be reduced. 


During the year, a seventh member was added to the School Com- 
mittee, the kindergarten issue was resolved, and additional sections of the 
Rules and Regulations were revised and adopted. 


The School Committee thanks the various committees, town depart- 
ments, and the many individuals who have been so cooperative and 
helpful to the school department during the past year.

Since the Natick School News in its first year has accomplished its goal 
of keeping the public informed of events and projects as they have 
occurred, this report will highlight only a few of the activities and programs. 
Implied in this report, therefore, are the basic actions and purposes of the 
school department which are carried on in a continuous and _ successful 
manner year after year. These actions and purposes are based on the major 
premise that improvement of instruction and transfer of learning to the 
pupils is our ultimate goal. 


On September 9, 1959, the doors of the new Wilson Junior High School 
were opened to 789 pupils. This forward-looking community once again 
has provided a much-needed educational plant. The beautifully-designed, 
simply-constructed, and functional building contains thirty-eight classrooms 
of all types, and a gymnasium and a cafetorium. More important, how- 
ever, is the fact that this structure permits the school system to return to 
the K-6-3-3 plan. It further affords a better opportunity to concentrate at 
the junior high school level on such matters as program of studies, curricu- 
lum development, and guidance services. A beginning has already been 
made in individualized programming for students, and in the very near 
future every pupil in grades 7, 8, and 9 will be scheduled according to his 
own individual needs, abilities, capacities, and future goals. 


Although the immediate goal of concentration is on the junior high 
school level, equal emphasis is being placed at all grade levels. In this 
connection the instructional, supervisory, and administrative staffs have 
been conducting a series of studies and research in a variety of projects 
designed to improve instruction and to raise the standards of our school 
system. A careful evaluation is being made of the English and mathe- 
matics offerings now in effect from kindergarten through grade 12. The 
purpose of this two-year study is to revise and revitalize both subjects. An 
attempt will be made to eliminate overlapping and repetition (except 
where it is desirable for emphasis), and to prepare a continuing curriculum 
so arranged that a differentiated program will be provided at all levels for 
the below-average, average, above-average, and the academically-talented | 
pupils in the system. 


The in-service program for the staff has been intensified accordingly. 
Especially important is the bringing together of teachers in similar subject 
matter fields so that they may be well acquainted with the overall curricu- 
lum. Experts from universities have acted as consultants at these in-service 
meetings to good effect. From such groups as these have come “A Guide 
for Kindergartens,’ “A Curriculum Guide for Elementary Schools,” “A 
Manual for Special Classes,’ “Time Allotment Study,’ and “Instructions 
for Substitute Teachers.” On the way to completion is a history of Natick 
written for use in the elementary grades, and a publication, “Aids to 
Instruction.” 


The language laboratory, probably the most advanced and latest type 
in Massachusetts, is described in detail elsewhere. The advantages of the 
oral-aural approach are several but the use of this equipment in areas other 
than foreign languages is being thoroughly explored. Not only will its use 
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be encouraged in English and social studies but the great potential for 
makeup and remedial work in all subject areas is unlimited. 

‘The Planetarium, the only one in the public schools of New England. 
takes on greater significance in the space age. The staff is expanding the 
uses of the planetarium. New units are being prepared with the assistance 
of the Director of the Museum of Science. Not only is it an excellent 
introduction to the sciences for elementary pupils, but it is an advanced 
instrument for the gifted student with a decided interest in space study. 
As soon as facilities are again available at the high school the planetarium 
should be returned to its initial location where properly trained personnel 
may coordinate the entire program. 

A carefully conducted study of speech defects of children in the ele- 
mentary schools was made in the spring to determine the nature and extent 
of the problems facing us in this field. An analysis of the results indicates 
the need for a specialist in speech therapy on a part-time basis. With the 
approval of the School Committee a sum of money has been provided in 
the budget to accomplish this objective. 

It is a disconcerting but well-known fact that teachers must devote a 
considerable amount of time to trivia not related to instruction. In an 
attempt to relieve this situation a program of part-time clerical help was 
inaugurated. By not handling such non-instructional duties as collecting milk 
money, answering the telephone, typing, and duplicating materials for 
teacher use, the teacher may devote more time to classroom preparation 
and instruction and the principals to supervision and curriculum work. The 
results have been gratifying to date and this greater concentration on the 
major function for which they have been employed should be advantageous 
to the individual pupil. 

Expansion of guidance services to the junior high schools has been 
profitable. The pupil-counselor ratio is much too high to obtain the best 
results. With the changing concept of scheduling from a group approach 
to the individual approach, success will be determined by the addition of 
more people qualified in the field of guidance. By better staff utilization 
it may be possible with the existing guidance personnel to provide limited 
service along these lines to the elementary pupils. 


A recent study of population trends in the Greater Boston Area pre- 
dicts that Natick by 1970 will have 34,000 residents. This appears to be a ' 
realistic estimate of growth in the next decade. This also poses a problem 
of school population growth and with it, the continuing need for school 
buildings to house our young people. The citizens of Natick are to be 
commended for their approach to this problem and for the way they have 
resolved the critical but necessary problem of housing over the years. 
Because of the keen interest and support on the part of the public, Natick 
has been able to keep up with its school building needs as they arose. 
‘Today we find ourselves in a better condition than most communities in 
this regard. The building needs as proposed in The Capital Budget Pro- 
gram — an addition to the Cole School, the construction of a new elemen- 
tary building in the northeast section, a third junior high school in the 
northwest area, and an addition to the high school — must now be con- 
sidered in the light of the predicted growth of the community in the survey 
just announced. 


The new Wilson Junior High School, coupled with the higher enroll- 
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ment, resulted in an expansion of personnel and services in the past year. 
The academic staff, instructional and administrative, now numbers 310 — 
162 in the elementary schools, 75 in the two junior high schools, and 73 in 
the high school. 5.17% of the teachers have thirty credits beyond the 
Master’s degree, 34.83% hold Master’s degrees, 54.5% have Bachelor’s 
degrees, and 5.4% are non-degree teachers. It is realized, of course, that 
the number of degrees which a teacher possesses is not the sole measure of 
professional success. Degrees, however, are an indication of professional 
attitude and growth in service. During the current academic year about 16 
teachers will complete work leading to advanced degrees, while most of 
our teachers are enrolled in professional courses in the major accredited 
colleges. 


The school department participated in a variety of projects designed 
to improve itself, and at the same time, make a contribution to education 
on a state and national basis. ‘To cite one example, Natick was selected as 
one of fifteen communities in the United States and Canada by the Mid- 
west Administration Center of Chicago University to take part in a study 
investigating the task of public education. The project entitled “The Task 


of Public Education” was conducted to determine the job of public schools 
as the public sees it. The instrument — called the TPE, or Task of Public 
Education Opinionnaire — consisted of sixteen items. Respondents were 
asked whether the public schools had the responsibility to develop or pro- 
vide all of them. Each was asked to rank the 16 items, not simply in order 
of importance, but in order of importance as tasks of public education. 
Though the responses of the groups showed many significant differences, in 
general, analysis of the data indicated that perceptions of the tasks of 
public schools showed more similarities than differences. ‘The school 
department is grateful to the various organizations and the many hundreds 
in our community who assisted in this national study. Statistical reports 
have been distributed to these kind people and when the final document is 
received, it will be made available to interested persons. 


The Natick Teachers Association has made a contribution to describing 
the tasks of the schools through its publicity committee. The organization 
has supplemented other sources by releasing interesting and informative 
news items about students, teachers, and school programs. 


The following paragraphs highlight activities in the three areas of 
Elementary Education, Secondary Education, and Management. 

Elementary education forms the basis for each child’s learning growth 
pattern. It is at this important instructional level that the student acquires 
the basic skills of reading, writing, and computational work. The natural 
curiosity of a child to investigate, reflect, and reach conclusions seems to 
be ever present, as the teacher unfolds the vast areas of knowledge. Motiva- 
tion is individualistic, for certainly everyone differs in his interests and 
capabilities. Nevertheless, there is a common area of intellectual develop- 
ment that every child must attain or surpass, if the elementary program is 
to be truly successful. 


Conversational French has been introduced to fourth graders as part 
of an extensive state-wide study. Students view two fifteen-minute tele- 
vision programs each week. Assisted by educational guides and special 
adult programs, the teachers present a brief period of classroom practice. 
There is no written work or reading in this curriculum; the entire emphasis 
is on oral response. By speaking another language, the children seem to 
display a greater understanding and appreciation of French culture and 
history. Continued research is necessary in order to establish the long- 
range educational results. 

The Science Research Associates Reading Program is being continued. 
This advanced reading laboratory is especially valuable for teaching the 
gifted child, who is highly motivated by interesting literature. Stories are 
arranged in sequences that will satisfy the reading requirements of a child, 
even if his achievement level is several years beyond his grade. Progress is 
determined by a test of speed and comprehension. These new reading 
laboratories provide an excellent complement to the basic reading program. 

Natick Science Park attracts many school children. ‘This natural, 
wooded area provides an outdoor laboratory in which classes can study 
plant and animal life. Field trips occur frequently, and pre-trained stu- 
dent guides make the visit interesting and educational. Future plans for 
expanding the utility of the park include the development of the study of 
astronomy. 

A speech survey was conducted by trained personnel this year. Since 
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most of the minor difficulties can be successfully corrected through a speech 
improvement program, emphasis has been placed on accomplishing this 
recommendation first. Professional assistance will be used to guide the 
teacher, and to outline a corrective program for classroom use. For the 
more serious speech difficulties it is proposed that a trained speech therapist 
be employed for diagnostic and consultation purposes. This professional 
counsel will be valuable to both parent and teacher. 


Over 850 films, both rented and free, on various topics were used on 
all grade levels. 1400 film strips, owned by the school department, were 
circulated among all schools. 252 field trips enabled our students to acquire 
experience and knowledge of the environment in which they live. 

Modern trends in elementary education also include an expansion of 
our science course, with special emphasis on the biological phases. Some 
experimental work in team learning and the value of small group instruc- 
tion is presently being evaluated in the field of spelling. There is also a 
greater use of homogeneous grouping, with students studying with others 
of equal ability and interest. In general, our forward look is a controlled 
research plan which will continue to provide techniques and methods for 
teaching every child. 

Additional materials have been provided which will assist the teachers 
in strengthening the instructional work. These include reading aids for 
remedial purposes, various arithmetic devices for meaningful practice, and 
scientific equipment in order to experiment and test theories. With match- 
ing funds from the provisions of the National Defense Act, portable, self- 
contained science laboratories will soon be purchased for use by the inter- 
mediate grade pupils. 

The elementary school program is constantly being studied and evalu- 
ated. Supervising principals have played a major role in developing the 
curriculum and assisting the teachers. Administrational leadership com- 
bined with effective, cooperative work on the part of teachers and super- 
visors has been the basis for educational progress. ‘There is a close working 
relationship with the secondary school personnel. Parent support is com- 
mendable. Actually the teamwork efforts of many have made it possible 
for the elementary schools to be proud of their accomplishments, and look 
forward to attaining even higher goals. 

On the secondary level there are three important areas common to 
and basic for the success of the instructional phase, namely, remedial and 
developmental reading, guidance and counseling, and the balanced cur- 
riculum. 


Students entering the first year of junior high school and the first 
year of high school are confronted with new learning situations — special- 
ized standards of academic work, longer reading assignments, and new 
areas of study. At these stages in their development they are required to 
accept greater responsibility for managing their school work. One method 
of improving their study habits is to improve their reading skills. For this 
reason extensive developmental and remedial reading programs are in use 
in our Natick junior and senior high schools, for they continue the excel- 
lent work started in the elementary grades. 


Remedial reading is the help given to the 3%-5% of students so poor 
in reading skills that they need individual or small-group instruction. The 
approach to their instruction is clinical in nature. Developmental reading, 
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on the other hand, uses the classroom approach and is designed to improve 
groups of students in comprehension and speed even though they may be 
good readers at the time they begin the instruction. All our seventh and 
eighth graders are required to participate in our developmental reading 
program. Reading accelerators, tachistoscopes, other mechanical devices, 
and libraries of diverse materials sequential in nature have been purchased 
and are in extensive use. Statistics are available which reveal the value 
and effectiveness of our reading program. Assurance is given of even 
greater progress in 1960. The objective of our secondary reading program 
is to help the poor readers to become good readers and the good readers 
to become excellent readers. 

Guidance and counseling constitute an integral part of the students’ 
development. The art of helping students to analyze their own problems, 
to gain an insight to their process of thinking (especially during the teen- 
age years), to obtain information from their environment which is pertinent 
to their problems, to weigh and measure all significant factors before arriv- 
ing at decisions — these are all essential parts of the educative process. 

Recognizing this, a full-time and fully-qualified counselor was pro- 
vided for each of our junior high schools to complement the work of the 
guidance counselors at the high school and to implement and make uniform 
the guidance program throughout the entire secondary system. Henceforth 
our principals can devote more of their time to the educational areas where 
their energies rightfully belong — to curriculum development and to super- 
vision of instruction. 

Our administrative staffs and faculties during the past few years have 
recognized that the rapid expansion of science and mathematics now 
requires us to prepare a much larger proportion of Natick students for 
vocations in which these subjects are prerequisites. ‘Thus new courses in 
line with this recognition — integrated physics, advanced mathematics, 
physical science — have been added to our curriculum. We also recognize 
the need at the same time not only to improve our programs for the 
academically talented, but also to strengthen our offerings for the average 
and poorer pupils. The comprehensive nature of the Natick secondary 
schools must provide always — as it now does—for the ranges in ability 
and capacity of all our pupils. 


Because of the cosmopolitan interests of our student population and 
their parents, it is important for us in Natick to maintain a balance in our 
secondary school program. The demands of increased emphasis in the 
quality and quantity of our instructional program in science and mathe- 
matics must not detract from the accent on English, social studies, foreign 
languages, and other similar important areas of study. While it is true that 
the technological economy of our nation requires scientists and engineers, 
we also have a responsibility for preparing our students for the semi- 
skilled and semi-technical professions. 


Our secondary school over-all programs of study are continuously being 
evaluated and re-evaluated to assure that we are challenging the potential 
in each pupil so that he is required to work toward his capacity. Periodi- 
cally also, each course of study is reviewed to determine the extent to 
which each provides the essential content in effective education.

Items in support of the excellent work of our instructors are the great 
number of students who each year are placed in worthwhile positions in 
business and industry, the number who are admitted to well-known col- 
leges and universities, and the number who rank high in such nation-wide 
competitions as the National Merit Scholarship and College Board ex- 
aminations. The graduates of today’s schools face a new time of great 
promise and equally great challenge wherein industry, government, and the 
professions demand an increasing level of literacy and technical skill. 

The Business Department by simplification and centralization of 
administrative details has advanced in control and efficiency. The account- 
ing code method has made it possible to provide faster monthly financial 
statements, day to day balances of appropriations, control of expenditures, 
preparation of the budget, and cost controls in various areas. It will 
become necessary in the near future to install an accounting machine to 
eliminate hand postings, to speed up the preparation of payrolls, and to 
provide more extensive records on items such as cost studies on buildings, 
grounds, rental of halls, and custodial supplies. 

Revision of the School Committee Rules and Regulations with respect 
to use of buildings along with the necessary changes in rental charges, 
application and permit forms was accomplished during the year. This has 
provided better service to the public. 

A new purchase order form was devised that eliminated double effort 
and at the same time produced all of the safeguards needed, eliminated 
excessive delay, and relieved the staff for other important duties. 

Specifications were established for the purchase of general, art, medi- 
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Science 


cal, and custodial supplies. A bidders’ list was prepared for each classifica- 
tion, and a stock number for control purposes assigned each item. Each 
vendor is obligated to bid according to our specifications, thus assuring 
quality purchasing. All items purchased are kept in a central storage area 
for better control and for more efficient distribution. Furniture and equip- 
ment are brought to a central location for repairs and modernization and 
placed in inventory for later use. 

A great deal was accomplished by our custodians, maintenance per- 
sonnel, and sub-contractors in the maintenance of buildings and play areas. 
Boilers, burners, heating controls, and ventilation systems were thoroughly 
serviced during the summer months. The burner at the Eliot School needs 
to be replaced. Its extended life cannot be guaranteed. This is one of our 
critical areas at the present time and funds have been allocated in the 1960 
budget to accomplish this work. 

The importance of preventive maintenance of our school properties 
cannot be minimized. Thus, a replacement program has been established 
wherever it is most advantageous in such areas as refractories in our heat- 
ing systems, curtains, drapes, shades, light bulbs, and fixtures. Fire Detec- 
tor Systems have been installed in the Center, Bacon, Murphy, West, and 
Eliot Schools providing greater safety for our school system. 

Only through the understanding, cooperation, and support of the 
School Committee could these things be accomplished and sound educa- 
tional plans for the future be formulated. To my colleagues, my deepest 
gratitude for their untiring efforts toward improving the school program. 
My thanks and appreciation to the school building committees, the various 
town departments and officials, and the P.T.A.’s for their splendid con- 
tributions to the welfare of the pupils.

1959 has again proved to be a busy year at the Morse Institute, with 
a total circulation of 264,000 books. ‘This represents an increase of approxi- 
mately 29,000 over that of the previous year. There has also been a sub- 
stantial increase in reference work this past year, both in the Children’s and 
the Adult departments. Many times the demands were so great and so varied 
that the library’s resources were taxed to the limit. 70 books were borrowed 
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from other libraries through interlibrary loan, at the request of the borrower. 


3590 books were added to the library’s collection during the year, which 
brings the total number of volumes to 79,768. Some weeding of old books 
was done in 1959 and this program will be continued in 1960. 


There were 15,000 registered borrowers in 1959. This included 20 non 
resident borrowers who are entitled to take books out upon payment of an 
annual fee of $2.00. In the coming year, it will be necessary to reregister all 
of the borrowers. This was last done five years ago. There has been quite 
a turnover in population since then so that if the library’s file is to be kept 
up to date, reregistration is essential. 


The second year Great Books discussion group continued to be well 
attended, under the able leadership of Mrs. Aaron Kaufman. In the fall 
the group continued with the third year readings. In October there was 
enough interest to once again start a first year group, which was under the 
leadership of Miss Charlotte Goodfellow. Both of these groups met at the 
library every other Wednesday evening for 2 hours. 


During the year over 6,000 notices for overdue books were sent out. 
As this was not always a successful method of getting the books back, a 
moratorium on fines was declared for one week in June, in an attempt to 
get back some of the long overdue books. ‘This proved to be successful as 
80 books were collected. 


The library received many gift books and magazines during the year 
and is very grateful for them. The most outstanding gift was a group of 
books on the various faiths, selected by Natick religious leaders and given 
to the library by the Natick Lodge of B’nai B'rith, establishing a Four Free- 
dom shelf, in honor of Brotherhood Week. 


The second annual National Library Week was celebrated in April. 
The Garden Club displayed many beautiful flower arrangements during the 
week. The Welcome Wagon provided an attractive exhibit, representing its 
services to the community and the Junior High School students exhibited 
posters which they had designed. Posters were also displayed in many of 
the stores. Thus it is hoped that a few more people were made conscious 
of the existence of the library. 


There was only one change on the staff in 1950. Mrs. Richard Nevers, 
school bookmobile assistant, resigned September 1 to accept a position at 
the Beverly Public Library. ‘This vacancy was filled by the appointment of 
Miss Janice Mailloux, who came to Natick with experience at the Needham 
Public Library. There is still one unfilled vacancy for an assistant on the 
new bookmobile. 


Both Bookmobiles showed an increase in circulation and have shown 
that this type of service is an economical way of providing library service to 
the outlying areas of the town. 1959 successfully completed the first full 
year of library service for the second bookmobile which continued to be 
popular and to be patronized by adults, preschool children, Junior and 
Senior High School students. 25 weekly stops are made in East Natick, 
North Natick, the Pelhams, Sherwood, Wethersfield, Westfield and Walnut 
Park. There is a limit to the number of additional stops that can be taken 
on, but, if enough people, in an area over a mile from the Main Library, 
are interested in taking out books regularly and if a good parking space is 
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available, the bookmobile would be glad to try to fit another stop into its 
busy schedule. 


The School Bookmobile made weekly stops at the Bennett-Hemenway, 
the Brown, the Cole, the Lilja, the Murphy and the West Schools during the 
school year. This bookmobile furnished recreational reading as well as ma- 
terial for school projects for the elementary school children in the above 
schools. 


The Children’s Library continued to be a busy place with its increase 
in circulation and in reference work. Many of the elementary school chil- 
dren now have regular homework, as well as special assignments on various 
projects. Classes from the Center School made regular visits to select books. 


In December a bicycle rack was installed at the left of the entrance to 
the Children’s library. Previously on many afternoons, the bicycles outside 
the library would take up so much room on the sidewalk that the pedestrians 
could not get by. It is hoped that this rack will keep the sidewalk free. 


The library’s file of Natick newspapers is in the process of being micro- 
filmed and should be completed early in 1960. This is being done as a 
method of preserving these records which are a part of the history of the 
town. A microfilm reader has been purchased and is ready for use as soon 
as the microfilm is received. 

In 1960 plans are being made for the installation of a deposit box, 
similar to a mail box, near the entrance to the children’s library. This is 
being done as a convenience to the borrowers who wish to leave their books 
on the way to work or at other times when the library is closed. 

Gradually the process of renovating the library is being completed. The 
children’s library and the adult department have been made much more 
attractive with new lights, flooring and fresh paint. This year a start was 
made on the basement. The boiler room and a work room were painted and 
new lights installed. If sufficient funds are granted at Town Meeting, this 
project will be continued in 1960, by painting the remainder of the basement 
and by creating a study area for the serious student, who wants a quiet place 
in which to work. 

When all this has been accomplished, it will be time to think about 
future expansion, so that the Morse Institute may have many of the features 
that most of the libraries in the surrounding towns either already have, or | 
are in the process of building or planning. Such plans would include a Young 
People’s room, more space for the Children’s Library, a music room, a place 
for art exhibits, an auditorium, small meeting rooms, garage and loading 
platform for the Bookmobiles, and an ample parking area. 

The library is most grateful to the “Natick Bulletin,” the “Natick Her- 
ald,” and the “Suburban Free Press” for the gift of their respective papers 
and for printing the library news. 

The cooperation, loyalty and understanding of the Trustees and the 
staff this year have been most gratifying. The library looks forward to 
another year of progress and service to the town.

The reports of the Librarian and the Treasurer are submitted herewith. 


During the past two years many improvements in renovation and mod- 
ernization have been made in the Children’s Library on the upper floor of 
the present structure and in the Adults’ Library on the main floor. In spite 
of the increased efficiency created by these improvements more space is re- 
quired for study and research. For this purpose, therefore, it is the plan of 
the Trustees in 1960 to place funds in the budget to modernize and renovate 
the basement floor. In this section a research area consisting of alcoves and 
cubicles with modern furniture will be established and will be available for 
the more serious and concentrated type of study performed by both high 
school and college students. Thus the presently overcrowded conditions on 
the main floor will be partially alleviated, but such is only a temporary ex- 
pedient. The steady growth of Natick’s population with its incidental de- 
mand for expanding services on the part of the Library makes it almost 
mandatory that future plans of the Trustees include provision for additional 
stack-room facilities, study areas, and reading and reference rooms. These 
will require a library annex, if we are to maintain our present first class 
standards of excellence. The Trustees feel that a “business-as-usual’’ attitude 
with reference to the Morse Institute could stifle progress and should not 
prevail. 

We are appreciative of the support and cooperation given to us by other 
community agencies and town departments, and by the citizens of Natick. 
We are also extremely grateful for the truly superb service given by Miss 
Elizabeth H. Partridge, the librarian, and her devoted staff of assistants. We 
urge our fellow townsmen to read her excellent report of library activities 


during 1959.

Park Department 


This department has endeavored again this year to continue to beautify 
our parks and maintain all our parks and playgrounds at a minimum cost to 
the taxpayers. 

Some of the achievements during 1959 were: 

Refurbishing the exterior of the Henry Wilson Memorial building by 
replacing all clapboards and giving two coats of paint to the entire building. 

An additional skating area, 70 x 100 feet, was built adjoining the large 
skating area on Pleasant Street, South Natick for the smaller children who, 
by using this area, would not be endangered by older children playing 
hockey. This was accomplished by the removal of 76 trees and bulldozing 
and grading the area.

A 35-foot Blue Spruce was dug up and transported from East Natick 
to the Common, where it was planted on the front of the Common adjacent 
to the Police Dept. traffic booth. This tree can be used and decorated as a 
living Christmas tree in ensuing years. 


Two plots of rose shrubs and two ornamental trees were planted at 
Shaw Park, and weeping willows and other ornamental trees were also 
planted on the Common, South Natick Dam, Lincoln Square and Robert 
William Park.

Recreation Commission 


A program of which we may feel proud, the establishment of a day 
camp and recreation area for physically handicapped children, was in- 
augurated this past summer. The Amputee Veterans’ Association not only 
gave the use of their buildings, grounds and bathing beach but also one 
of their leaders, Past Commander Joseph Sheridan, gave his time each day 
to help these little ones. This program is reimbursed fifty percent by the 
State Division of Special Education of the Department of Education. This 
past season there were participants from Framingham, Hopkinton, Hollis- 
ton and Walpole as well as Natick. We have arranged, during the Fall and 
Winter seasons, for swimming at the Babson Pool in Wellesley for the 
members of this handicapped group. 


Once again we must report the inability of the Recreation Department 
to carry out its functions fully for lack of a labor crew available when 
needed. We appreciate that the departments on which we depend for 
services must take care of their own affairs first. Unfortunately for us, this 
is often the time our need for them is the greatest. The Recreation 
Department is absolutely dependent on other town departments for all 
labor for repairs, maintenance or installation of equipment. We should 
be combined with some other department or given our own labor gang. 


Memorial Beach. ‘The expansion of Memorial Beach in accordance 
with plans submitted a year ago to fill in the cove at the southeast end of 
the present bathing area is recommended. This expansion will make it 
possible to enlarge the areas reserved for swimming and life saving 
instruction and allow more space for general bathing. The School Depart- 
ment has approved this expansion. There will be an article in the ‘Town 
Warrant for this purpose. 


A second request is for adequate lighting facilities for the High 
School ‘Tennis Courts. Although the major use of this facility is for tennis 
it is also used for many other purposes such as dances and entertainment. 
Since these are the only public tennis courts in Natick it has become 
necessary for many people to plan to play their tennis in neighboring towns. 
The need is great. The School Department has sanctioned this change 
and there will be an article in the Town Warrant for this purpose. 
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Once again we express our appreciation to the School Department, 
the Park Department and the Department of Public Works for the 
assistance they have given us in carrying out our program. We realize 
and appreciate the handicaps under which they work. 

A more detailed account of the activities and accomplishments of 
this department will be found in Director Frank Robinson’s report to 
the Commission.

Recreation Superi ntendent 


The continued and rapid growth of Recreation on a National scale, 
this past year, has been evidenced by some interesting trends or develop- 
ments. I would like to mention here three of the most widespread National 
trends, following them with a brief comment relative to our own local 
Public Recreation Program. 


1. With the increasing importance of Recreation, as a positive 
force, in modern day living, it seems there is evolving a decided 
and desirable change in attitude from quantity to quality of 
service. ‘The thinking of the public is becoming more concerned 
with how the program is conducted, what are its objectives, and 
the effectiveness and qualifications of the leadership. No longer 
is just the fact that there is a program in existence in itself im- 
portant. This attitude is good for the growth of the Recreation 
Movement. 


Bringing this observation to the local level, finds Natick in focus. The 
Recreation Commission, since its establishment in 1948 has, as the towns- 
people have become increasingly conscious of the values of Recreation, 
promoted a gradual growth in the program. This policy, over the years, 
has built and fostered a sound program, which stresses quality as well as 
quantity. To continually strive to select and train the best qualified per- 
sonnel available, in order to insure the highest quality of Service, is and 
always will be uppermost and foremost. Leadership has always been recog- 
nized as the one most essential factor in good programming. 


2. Greater emphasis and stress is being given to the development 
of the cultural aspects of Recreation and to programs of a 
special nature. This trend implies that to have a well rounded 
Recreation program, in addition to large scale activities en- 
compassing huge segments of the population, Departments 
should not overlook drama, music, art, specialized programs and 
special groups. Programs of this nature, serve possibly fewer 
people at a higher per capita cost, but are never-the-less im- 
portant. 


Shifting to the local scene, we find that a Day Camp and Swimming 
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Program for Physically Handicapped Children have been successfully es- 
tablished, with outside help. Plans are also under way for a Children’s 
Theatre Program to start this winter. A variety of Adult Hobby Classes 
have been organized by the Department and conducted on a self-supporting 
basis for a number of years. Much more could and should be done in this 
area for adults. However, the responsibility for sponsorship rests primarily 
with the adults and outside organizations and groups, since this Department 
has no allocation for these purposes. 

Taking into account all our limitations, the Department is doing all it 
can, at this time, and is gradually moving into line with this National Trend. 


3. Capital improvement programs and the acquisition of land 
areas throughout the country are rapidly expanding. Com- 
munity Centers, Swimming Pools and other similar Recreation 
facilities are springing up, not only in large cities, but in small 
towns and communities as well. People are considering that 
these facilities are necessary for providing the type of Recreation 
Program they feel is essential. 

In Natick, Capital expenditures for Recreation have suffered greatly, 
due to the increasing tax rate. Over the years, Capital Outlay for Recrea- 
tion has been practically nil, with the exception of the 1957 improvements 
at Memorial Beach and the New Cole Area, under the Cole School Building 
Committee. The general result of this is that most areas and facilities are 
inadequate, and potential undeveloped areas have been allowed to lie 
dormant. 

Realizing fully the Town’s inability to pay for any large capital 
expenditures for Recreational purposes at this time, The Commission has 
requested only what is deemed absolutely necessary for normal growth in 
the program. The articles submitted for the expansion of Memorial Beach 
and Lighting of the High School ‘Tennis Courts (to be discussed later) are 
long overdue. It is hoped that an appropriation will be granted at the 1960 
Annual Town Meeting for these purposes. 

The tables on pages 54 and 55 show at a glance the scope of the present 
programs in operation, the extent to which the various activities are carried 
on, the facilities utilized and the location of each activity. 


ACTIVITIES PROGRAM 


The activities program under the Recreation Commission in 1959, 
was successful, both in relation to the quality of the program conducted and 
to the degree of participation by groups of all ages. Since many of our 
well established activities have been outlined in previous annual reports, 
I will give special mention only to the new and outstanding features of 


the program. 


Playgrounds 

The fourteen neighborhood playgrounds opened on July 6th, and 
continued for seven weeks, under the experienced direction of Assistant 
Superintendent, Edward Casey, with an enthusiastic and capable staff. In 
addition to the regular playground activities, this year, were the highly 
successful inter-playground tournament championships, which will un- 
doubtedly become an annual event. After much participation and elimina- 
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tion on the neighborhood level, the individual champions met and competed 
for the ‘Town Championships. Spot trophies for champs and runner-ups 
were awarded in Hopscotch, Paddle Tennis, Kalah, Tetherball, Checkers, 
Jacks, Horseshoes and Jump Rope. 

Special Events, which were scheduled each week, also kept the season 
moving in high gear. These events included: “Show Theme,” “On Parade,” 
“Famous American People Day,” “Carnival Day,” Trip to Fenway Park, 
Trip to The Theatre on the Green’s “Peter Pan,’ Family Nights, and the 
Annual Field Days. 

The inter-playground Baseball Championships for Junior and Senior 
Leagues, were both won by Cole School Playground. 

Contrary to the extensive program conducted, our accidents on the 
playgrounds reached an all-time low. There were only four accidents last 
summer, of any consequence, which indicates the alert, preventive safety 
measures maintained by the staff. 


Memorial Beach 


The Memorial Beach Program, in operation from Memorial Day until 
Labor Day, increased to a record peak in number of tags sold, and total 
attendance this past summer. 

8,337 residents, or nearly one third of Natick’s population, purchased 
Beach Tags, and $6,216.00 was returned to the Town from this system. 
Attendance at the Beach averaged 1,154 people per day, for a total par- 
ticipation of 116,555 people, compared to 102,480 in 1958. This increase 
is particularly impressive when you consider that for 25 swim days, rain 
and inclement weather conditions interfered with the beach program. It is 
interesting to note, also, that attendance at Dug Pond has been significantly 
higher than most attendances at other ‘Town Public Beaches in the Greater 
Boston Area, some having populations tripling Natick’s. 

An experienced and mature staff, under Beach Manager, Dexter Linton, 
again performed at a high level throughout the Summer. Statistics in the 
Beach Logs verify this as our alert lifeguards safely rescued 43 persons 
from the water. Nineteen injuries occurred and were cared for at the Beach, 
while three required immediate hospital attention. 

The most modern up-to-date equipment, such as the resuscitator, resus- 
citube, and underwater gear are always available for use in the event of an 
emergency. 

Swimming competition was again held at the Beach with an open meet 
on July 4th, and the second annual Swim meet with Framingham on August 
28th, with Natick’s team again victorious 87¥2 to 58%. The lifeguards also 
conducted a lifesaving demonstration as part of the July 4th program. 

With the large number of people using Memorial Beach, it is absolutely 
imperative that money be allocated for the expansion of this area in 1960. 

Three major improvements will also require additional budgetary funds 
in the Beach Maintenance section of the 1960 budget. These include: in- 
stallation of sinks in each dressing room, increasing the leeching fields and 
repairs to the pier. 


Swimming Instruction 


Swimming Instruction at Memorial Beach was again successfully con- 
ducted during two four week sessions. 
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Four qualified Instructors headed by Gordon Merten, each taught on 
the average of ten classes per day, from 9:30 A.M. to 4:30 P.M. 

A sizeable increase in registration, attendance and number passing 
tests were quite impressive. Beginners, Intermediates, Swimmers, Advanced 
Swimmers, and Junior and Senior Lifesaving all showed substantial growth. 

Totaling these levels of ability, we find that Registration increased 
from 1,426 in 1958 to 1,562 in 1959, Average Daily Attendance from 370 to 
461 and Total Who Passed Tests from 322 to 534. 

Handling this large number of children would have been impossible 
without four teen-age volunteer instructors, all qualified Senior Lifesavers, 
who were a tremendous aid in helping with registration and assisting with 
the children in the water. 

Red Cross certificates and pins were given out to those children and 
adults who passed their tests. In addition, the Department this year, 
gave a type of report card, showing the progress made by children who did 
not pass their tests. 


Tennis 


One hundred and twenty-two boys and girls, ages 7 to 17, participated 
in the Tennis Program, over a seven week period during the summer, under 
the capable direction of Miss Mary Leavitt. 

Monday through Thursday consisted mainly of individual and group 
instruction, in the skills of tennis, with Friday reserved for scheduling of 
weekly tournaments. A Grand Tournament was held the last week of the 
session with the Champions and Runner-ups receiving trophies and ribbons. 

The successful tennis program was highlighted by a trip to the Nationals 
Doubles Tournament and a clinic at Longwood Cricket Club in Brookline. 

Natick, in the over-all picture, is below par in tennis, due to lack of 
facilities. A practice board, that would allow beginners, as well as ad- 
vanced players, an opportunity to properly develop their strokes should be 
installed. This would permit the nets to be free for games and give the 
instructor an opportunity to devote needed time for closer individual in- 
struction. 

Lighting facilities are needed at the High School Courts to accom- 
modate the many adults desiring to play tennis at night. Also, it is hoped 
that in the near future, tennis courts will be constructed in other areas of 
town, to bring Natick closer to the accepted standards on per population 
basis. 


Summer Outdoor Basketball 


Last year, a written survey revealed a strong interest on the part of 
both High School and College Boys for Outdoor Basketball, hence this 
program was initiated. Twilight games, drawing many spectators, were 
played during the week, from July 10th to August 12th, at Coolidge Field 
Courts. 

Financial support was generously provided by local concerns, and volun- 
teer League Secretaries, Mr. Merten and Mr. Williamson, did a fine job 
in handling the details of this activity. 

Forty-three participants played an exceptionally good brand of basket- 
ball through 18 League games, and closed the season with doubleheader 
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Golden Age Club Banquet 


All Star Games, under the lights at Framingham. Our Juniors lost a close 
45-44 game, while the Natick Seniors took the measure of Framingham, 
59 to 57 in an overtime. 

Inexpensive lighting facilities at Coolidge Field, and a similar hot 
top area at Whitney, are desired for the future expansion of this popular 
activity. 


Day Camp for Physically Handicapped Children 


One of the most appealing and worthwhile programs conducted by 
the Recreation Department, was the new Day Camp for Physically Handi- 
capped Children. This project, conducted on Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays, from 9:15 A.M. to 3:15 P.M. for a six week period, was. made 
possible only through the generosity of the Amputee Veterans Association, 
who donated their ideal and convenient camp facilities on Lake Cochituate. 
Joseph Sheridan, Past Commander of this organization, was particularly 
instrumental in the founding and operation of this program. 

The varied Day Camp Program was well directed by Mrs. Sandra 
Quackenbush and Philip Crosby, both of whom have a keen understanding 
of the problems and needs of the handicapped. Camp activities consisted 
of: adapted sports and games, arts and crafts, riflery, swimming, fishing, 
quiet games, nature, group singing, boat rides, and storytelling. 

Special events such as “Un- Birthday Party,” “Carnival Day,” “Buddy 
Day,” “King for a Day” and “Family Day,” highlighted the program. In 
addition visits to Carousel Theatre’s “Rose Marie” and Theatre on the 
Green’s “Peter Pan,” and a Picnic Feast completed the busy schedule. 

Teen Age Volunteers played a major part in the success of the Day 
Camp. ‘These volunteers contributed 744 hours, assisting in various ca- 
pacities at the camp. Other interested organizations and individuals, in- 
cluding the Quartermaster R & E, Dept. of Public Works, Park Dept., who 


donated time, effort and materials to this project deserve commendation. 
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Fifteen physically handicapped children from Natick and surrounding 
dreas, representing nine different disabilities, participated in the program. 
Average camper attendance per session was 11.2, with participation totaling 
303. 

An extended four day a week program is planned for 1960, with the 
continued financial support from the State Division of Special Education 
of the Department of Education and the utilization of the Amputee Veter- 
ans’ site. A small blacktop area, improvement of the beach and a pier for 
diving and swimming are being considered for development before this 
Summer. 


After School Program 


The various after school activities, which were acquired from the 
School Department, have been effectively conducted by the Recreation 
Department, this past year. Supervisors, Annette Krikorian and James 
Calder, both directors of Elementary Physical Education, have been largely 
responsible for its success. 

One activity has been changed to avoid duplication with an existing 
program, and another adjusted so that the total Recreation picture on the 
Elementary Level is now well planned. 

Activities after school are conducted twice weekly for six weeks in 
each of the fall, winter and spring seasons for children in grades 4, 5 and 6. 
Practice sessions — an instruction in the basic fundamental skills of the 
games — usually comprise the first half of the season with league games 
being played during the latter half. 

Sportsmanship awards are given out to each boy who participates 
in each activity, and a coveted banner is awarded to “The Champions” 
and displayed at the school. Competition is not overly stressed for the girls. 

Instructors at the various six or eight locations throughout town are 
teachers, most of them experienced in Recreation Work. Following is an 
outline of the different activities and a brief statistical report:

Winter Outdoor 


The Saturday morning Flag Football Program was changed from the 
previous year to include only Boys 13 to 15 years of age and eliminate 
a duplication of programs, by encouraging the Elementary Boys to play in 
the after school league. This new league was then expanded to six areas 
of town with the addition of Town Forest and Hunnewell this year.

Rules, teaching the fundamentals of the game, organizing team play 
and scrimmages were stressed during the first two sessions. A schedule of 
five league games were played followed up by an All-Star Game, pitting 
the Red team (Cole, Whitney & Ben-Hem.) against the Blue team (Cool- 
idge, ‘Town Forest and South). This exciting game was won by the Blue 
Team 7 to 6. 

The Coolidge Colts, supporting an undefeated record, was crowned 
the League Champions. 

An unusually cold winter brought good ice skating and much enjoy- 
ment to a large number of Natick residents. The ice skating picture remains 
the same, however, and even though the ice was safe, the condition of the 
ice, in most of the 17 areas, was poor due to maintenance problems. Only 
the Park Dept.’s property at Coolidge and Hunnewell were maintained for 
skating. 

Readings of the ice were made each morning by the Park Department, 
and State Department of Conservation and reports concerning Safety for 
skating were available to the public on call to the Recreation Office and 
announced daily by station WKOX. 


Baseball 


The extensive summer program of the Farm, Little and Babe Ruth 
Leagues is conducted entirely by volunteer citizens and is one of the com- 
munity’s greatest assets. The Recreation Department is glad to assist the 
Natick Little League, Inc., through maintenance of fields and clerical help 
in scheduling, records, news, etc. 


Neetega Club 


In the second year of operation since the club’s organization in Febru- 
ary 1958, activities for teen agers were plentiful and well attended. ‘Twenty- 
seven activities were conducted of which 17 were dances. Other activities 
included: Roller Skating and Ice Skating Parties, Mystery Ride, Trips 
to Nantasket Beach, Canobie Lake and White City, T.V. Appearance on 
Boston Ballroom and Entertainment programs at Cushing Hospital and 
Natick’s 4 Nursing Homes. 

The name ‘“Neetega’”’ seems to be well established in the minds of 
teen agers. Better support on the part of local organizations and the towns- 
people is low, but should develop with a stronger organization. 

A building fund was created by the club this past year, which should 
grow and flourish as the club progresses. 7 

Through the weekly meetings of the officers and the entire Teen 
Council, efforts have been made to complete the Constitution and By-Laws, 
which is greatly needed in order to establish an effective working club. 

Last year Neetega had an active Club Membership of 442. Average 
attendance at Neetega Dances was 277 and total participation increased 
to1036 na 959: 

It is hoped that this year the adults will show more interest in their 
Teen Agers and offer to assist as chaperones or wherever needed with the 
many Neetega Activities. 

Great strides have been made by this financially independent and self- 
supporting group. The future outlook for the Neetega Club (of, by and for 
High School Age Teen Agers) is unlimited. 
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Adult Activities 


THe Aputt Hossy Crasses have continued in popularity during the 
past fall and winter sessions. Twenty-two different classes were conducted 
under the excellent direction of qualified instructors in the area. Hobby 
Classes consisted of Slim Trim for Women, Landscape Painting, Dress- 
making, Ceramics, Interior Decoration, Rug Braiding, Cake Decorating, 
Bridge, Mosaic Tile, Flower Arranging and Photography. A registration 
fee is required for payment to the instructor since these classes, as well as 
other adult programs, are self-supporting. 

Seven teams sponsored by local concerns participated in the highly 
competitive MEN’s BaskETBALL LEAGUE, in its fifth successful year of 
operation, under league Secretary, Tom Casey. Forty-two league games, 
plus the Framingham Tourney and league playoffs comprised the season. 
The selection of All-Star players by the coaches, the awarding of trophies, 
and the annual banquet concluded this active program. 


The “Natick Badminton Club” for adults was organized and completed 
its first year of activity. Interest and enthusiasm of this group was high, 
with the three courts at the High School being used extensively on Monday 
nights. This activity was self-supporting, and the program, equipment and 
finances were administered by the elected officers of the club. 


ADULT VOLLEYBALL was available throughout the winter for Men on 
Tuesday nights and Women on Thursdays at the Cole School. Volleyball 
was popular in this area of town, but sufficient interest was not shown in 
other areas of town to warrant organizing of teams. 


Women’s A.A.U. BASKETBALL was played remarkably well by the “Na- 
tick Debs” in their second year of operation. Competition in the Central 
Mass. A.A.U. Basketball League required much training and hard work. 
The “Debs” finished third in the league play and completely surprised 
everyone by defeating strong opposition in the 1959 New England A.A.U. 
Tournament and finishing 4th. The ‘Debs’ were the host team for this 
3 day tournament, which was held at the Natick High School. 


Natick’s first Gris’ SorrBALL TEAM, THE “Natick Des,” was organ- 
ized the end of April 1959. Within a month’s time the necessary financial 
support was solicited, uniforms were bought, practices underway and good 
team spirit was evident. The “Debs” made a very fine showing in the 
Central Mass. A.S.A. League finishing second in the standings. To add 
to their laurels, upon invitation, they competed in the World’s Women’s 
Slowpitch ‘Tournament in Richmond, Virginia and established an excellent 
name for themselves and the ‘Town of Natick. 


Senior Citizens 


Not enough praise can be given to the Natick Senior Citizens Club, 
which is one of the most interesting, worthwhile and active organizations 
in Town. 


Sponsored jointly by the Recreation Department and the Council for 
the Aging, this self-governing Club has made rapid progress under the ef- 
fective leadership of their officers and hard working committees. 

Approximately 100 citizens, 60 years and over, attend the regular 
meetings, which are held the Ist and 3rd Wednesdays of each month at

Sherrill Hall. Active membership has grown to almost 200 and total at- 
tendance at meetings and special events increased to 2,204. 

To list all the activities and accomplishments of this closely knit group 
would take too much space, but to mention just a few highlights of the 
program would include: The Third Annual Luncheon, The Trip to the 
Spring Conclave at Beverly for Senior Citizens and Golden Agers, ‘The 
Christmas Party, Anniversary Party, Whist Tournament, starting of the 
Rhythm Band and Shut-In Program. 

With the continued growth i in the Senior Citizens Program, the problem 
of finding a larger meeting room could develop in the future. 


Winter Indoor 


Lincoln and Cole finished undefeated seasons in the ELEMENTARY Boys 
BASKETBALL PROGRAM, to win the championships in the Midget and Giant 
Leagues respectively. 281 boys in the 4th, 5th, and 6th grades participated 
in this popular activity. Felt emblems were awarded to all participants and 
a trip to a Celtics game climaxed a busy Friday night schedule. 

THE Girts ReEcREATION leaders did a marvelous job in maintaining 
an interesting and varied schedule of activities consisting of wiffleball, 
sroup games, basketball, volleyball, dancing, drama, group singing, ap- 
paratus work, arts & crafts, etc. The popular special programs which served 
to bring the groups together in the different areas were Bowling, Roller 
Skating, Ice Skating, Valentine and Christmas Parties. 

This year’s Saturday Recreation Programs for Girls in grades 3 to 
8 has grown into one of our most successful winter indoor activities. 

THE JUNIOR Boys BASKETBALL LEAGUE again consisted of eight teams 
playing a busy 58 game schedule. Small trophies were donated by a local 
concern to this league’s Champions and Playoff champions. 

ROLLER SKATING Parties, for boys and girls in grades 5 to 8 doubled 


over the previous year. Trips to the Wal-Lex rink were a popular Friday 
night activity. 

GirRLS SWIMMING CLASSES were again held after school on Mondays, 
during March and April. Rapid progress was made by the 49 girls who 
participated in this self-supporting activity, conducted at the Boys Club 
Pool in Waltham. 


CO-RECREATIONAL BADMINTON was conducted at the High School Gym 
for 16 Saturdays, with 44 children registered. Plans to move this program 
to the heavily populated Wilson School area have been arranged for next 
year. 


SWIMMING FOR PHysICALLY HANDICAPPED CHILDREN was a new pro- 
gram held on Saturday at the Babson Institute Pool for 10 sessions this fall. 
Fourteen children showed fine progress in swimming, with the aid of swim 
trainers and individual supervision and instruction. Volunteer assistance 
was vital to the success of the program. 


A Christmas Party and Day Camp Reunion featuring movies, refresh- 
ments and awards followed the Special Buddy Day Events and brought the 
program to a fitting climax. 


Plans are arranged for a similar 10 week session at Babson in the Spring.

Plan for the construction and improvement of Recreation areas and fa- 
cilities must be seriously put into operation if Natick is to keep pace with 
modern day needs and developments. Plans for the expansion of Memorial 
Beach and the erection of lighting facilities at the High School ‘Tennis 
Courts will come before the annual town meeting this year. It is hoped 
that Town Meeting Members will look with favor upon these articles which 
have been developed in view of the town’s need and ability to pay. 

This report would be incomplete without acknowledging those who 
contributed so much to the progress and accomplishments of this Depart- 
ment in 1959: The Recreation workers and volunteers, the various ‘Town 
Departments and other organizations and individuals have my sincere 
thanks and appreciation.

Home visits made, and releases given to 1224 pupils. There were no 
diseases of epidemic proportions this year. 

Two polio clinics were held in June and July for anyone not having 
received their initial three shots. A total of 993 shots were given. 

Four polio clinics for children one year and under were held. A total 
of 92 infants were immunized. 

No cases of poliomyelitis were reported in 1959. 

One X-Ray program for tuberculosis detection was held for food 
handlers and School Department Personnel. 1225 persons were x-rayed. 

Three triple vaccine clinics were held and 142 pre-school children 
were vaccinated. 

Twenty-three well baby clinics were held. There were 121 babies 
visiting these clinics. 

Our Nurses engaged in many other activities too numerous to list 
in full in this Report, including their continual follow-up of tuberculosis 
cases in all categories.

Our veterinarian has inspected all barns and the livestock therein. All 
dogs involved in dog bite cases, numbering 100, were examined and found 
to show no evidence of rabies. In June the annual rabies clinic was held. 
1073 dogs were vaccinated. Fees collected and turned in to the Town 
Treasurer amounted to $525.96. 
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The head specimens of two wild animals were sent to the State Labora- 
tory at Jamaica Plain for analysis of Rabies. These reports were returned 
as negative. 

Our Dental Clinic is staffed by two Dentists and a Dental Assistant. 
At the start of the school year an examination of all school children from 
grades one through six is given and dental notices of work needed is sent 
home to the parents for signature. The necessary work is then done by 
either private Dentists or at the Clinic. In the middle of October the Clinic 
was started for signed cards which include all cleanings, charting, fillings, 
treatments and necessary extractions.

The Health Department Laboratory, supervised by our Sanitarian, was 
again certified by the State Department of Public Health. 

Dug Pond, Lake Cochituate and None-Such Pond all tested satisfac- 
torily for swimming throughout the summer. The Charles River was closed 
early due to high bacterial counts. Inspections of various types were carried 
out by our Sanitarian and compliance to our Rules and Regulations was 
obtained in all cases except two which called for court action.

Our mosquito control program was slow in getting underway due to the 
difficulty of finding a replacement for our very able former superintendent, 
Mr. John Ritter, who passed away early in the year. 

In May the program was started with Mr. Charles Holt as super- 
intendent. The late start coupled with a very rainy spring and early 
summer caused us great difficulties in keeping mosquitoes under control. 
However, this condition was not peculiar to Natick. ‘The entire State suf- 
fered from mosquitoes in 1959. 
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Ditch and culvert cleaning was done in May. The Town was sprayed 
from public roads six times. 

Oil was used on bogs in East and West Natick and at the Town Dump. 
The fog machine was used in swamps in East and North Natick. 

__ Helicopter spraying of swamps in East and South Natick was done four 
times. 

A new truck has been requested for 1960 to replace the war surplus 
truck in use since 1946. 

In our recommendations to the Planning Board and their professional 
planning consultants, we have again recommended that the site of the 
present ‘town Dump, now privately owned, be acquired and operated by 
the Town. This site could also serve as a future incinerator site.

Leonard Morse Hosptial 


REPORT OF THE ADMINISTRATOR 
Year 1958 - 1959 


The year ending September 30, 1959, the Leonard Morse Hospital 
showed an improvement in its financial position, for which we are truly 
grateful. The statistics on service did not change perceptibly, although we 
admitted over 6% more patients. The hospital days were a few less, the 
average stay shorter. We are continually having more short-term admis- 
sions, which are expensive in the operating viewpoint and the Out Patient 
load is increasing steadily, especially accident cases. 

Operating Expense increased 2%, for the year, chargeable to Pay 
Roll, which amounts to approximately 70% of the Total Expenses. It was 
necessary to raise the rates slightly, during the past year, to compensate for 
wage increases. 

Although the bed capacity is adequate for the present and foreseeable 
future, there are other facilities woefully lacking. There have been no 
additions nor improvements in the Dietary Department for over twenty 
years. ‘The Laboratory and X-Ray Departments have mushroomed and 
expanded without the best possible design for efficiency and the Business 
Office and Record Departments have been inundated with additional work 
without the necessary space to accomplish it. No private business doing 
the volume of work and having a Pay Roll of over half a million dollars 
would think of putting up with the inadequacies of working space as at 
the hospital. 

The care of patients is of a high standard. ‘The medical equipment is 
kept at the best possible level. The Medical Staff is highly qualified and is 
actively interested in pursuing knowledge of the latest developments in 
medicine and surgery. 
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The hospital was surveyed and accredited during the past year and 
was one of fourteen hospitals in Massachusetts to receive a Certificate of 
Recognition from the American Hospital Association on completion of 
twenty-five or more years of membership in the Association and “devotion 
to service to the public through better hospital care.” 


The Ladies Aid Association has continued its interest in and service 
to the hospital throughout the year. This year a new Histology Laboratory 
was equipped, two Anesthesia Machines were remodeled and modernized 
and a new machine with the latest improvements was purchased by the 
ladies for the hospital. They also operate the Coffee Shop on a voluntary 
basis, provide a patients’ library, and make Christmas for those in the 
hospital a festive occasion. 


Through the efforts and generosity of other organizations and industry 
during the past year we have acquired a Heart Pacer, Infant Resuscitator, 
two humidified Oxygen Tents, a copying machine, Blood Bank Refrigera- 
tor, Serum Refrigerator for the Operating Room Suite, gifts of toys for the 
Pediatric Department, books, magazines, etc. The Natick Council of 
Churches furnished a Meditation Room which has contributed much to the 
comfort of relatives of patients. We are appreciative of such interest and 
generosity. 

The Natick Chapter of the American Red Cross has continued to 
assist with the operation of the Blood Bank in keeping the supply adequate, 
and we are pleased to cooperate in any way possibly when the Bloodmobile 
visits Natick. 

As we are having an increase in patients in the younger age group, the 


hospital is becoming of interest more and more to youngsters and the Boy 
and Girl Scouts as well as school groups are wanting to visit and do things 
for those unfortunate enough to be ill. 

We are small as hospitals go, but are interested in our patients, their 
well-being and problems and are trying always to carry out our responsibili- 
ties in the best possible manner. 

Personally I wish to thank the Trustees, doctors and all persons em- 
ployed at the Leonard Morse Hospital for their excellence in performing 
their duties and the assistance given to me.

Natick Housing Authority 


In compliance with Chapter 121 of the General Laws, the Natick 
Housing Authority, Town of Natick, Commonwealth of Massachusetts, sub- 
mits herewith its Annual Report for the calendar year 1959. 

Forty-two tenant units of the Veterans Housing Project were completed 
and occupied since December of 1950. It has now been operating success- 
fully for the past nine years in that it has provided the Natick veterans with 
modern, low-cost housing which they would be unable to obtain otherwise, 
as the average rental paid for the current year amounts to $56.28 per month 
and is based on percentage of their monthly income, as: 

Families with less than three minor dependents, 18% of their income 
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_. new lease on life 


Cedar Avenue Apartments for the Elderly 


constitutes the monthly rental; and families of three or more dependents, 
14% of their income. The minimum rental is set at $37.50. 

Applicants shall be admitted to tenancy in the project only if their net 
incomes are below the following established income admission limits: 


Families with less than three dependents $4,700 
Families with three or more minor dependents 4,900 


Continued Occupancy Limit: 
Families of less than three minor dependents $5,200 
Families of three or more minor dependents 5,400

Natick Housing Board is pleased to state that $1,872 was paid to the ‘Town 
of Natick this year in lieu of taxes. 

The Natick Housing Authority wishes to express its appreciation to the 
several town departments and the veterans’ organizations for their continued 
assistance and cooperation. 

The financial stability of the project and its success in assisting eligible 
veterans to obtain modern, safe, and comfortable living accommodations for 
themselves and their families, is due in large part to the interest and help of 
these departments and organizations. 
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In March of 1959 William J. McDermott was duly elected for a 5-year 
term as a member of the Natick Housing Authority. 


HousING FOR THE ELDERLY 


Construction is well along on the 48 apartments for the Elderly, plus a 
Community Building on Cedar Avenue in Natick, and a great deal of 
interest has been shown all over the Town in this most worthy undertaking. 

All Natick residents 65 years of age or older are eligible for an apart- 
ment and a single person may earn up to $2,500. yearly and a couple may 
earn up to $3,000. yearly. 

All apartments are double size and can accommodate two people, and 
became available for occupancy on November Ist, 1959. 

The 48 Apartments for the Elderly were so well received by the people 
of Natick that a rush for applications has been experienced by this Author- 
ity, and a waiting list for apartments is growing rapidly. 

Everyone that has moved into the new apartments is quite pleased with 
their new home and are anxiously awaiting the completion of our Com- 
munity Building so that their social activities may begin. Washing Machines 
and Dryers have been installed in our community building for the use of all 
our tenants. 

The Natick Housing Authority voted unanimously to honor our Town 
Clerk, James H. Fleming, for his many years of service to the Town of 
Natick by naming our Community Building the James H. Fleming Com- 
munity Building. 

Official dedication of our new center will be held in the near future 
and the development will be open to the public for inspection at that time.

Seventy-four plans were signed under the designation “approval under 
Sub-division Control law not required.” 

Planning Members were present at the formal openings of several new 
industrial plants in Natick. The character and quality of these plants is 
indeed a valuable asset to Natick. 

Three Public Hearings regarding residential sub-divisions have been 
scheduled for early February, 1960 involving 61 Lots —6 in West Natick 
and 55 in the general area of South Natick. 

In March, 1959, a contract was executed with the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Commerce in the amount of $5000.00 to cover Comprehensive 
Planning by Economic Development Associates, Inc. ($2500.00 paid by the 
Town of Natick and $2500.00 from Title 701 funds). Subsequently, the 
Planning Board filed with the Department of Commerce an additional 
request for $5000.00 of Title 701 funds to continue the program. There has 
been no action by the Department of Commerce on this request.

Zoning By-Laws complete revision. 

Specific Zoning changes.

Zoning Changes will appear in the Warrant of the 1960 Annual Town 
Meeting.

Committee Reports 


TOWN MANAGER COMMITTEE 
Continued under Article 19, Section b, of the Town Warrant of March, 1959 


REVIEW 


Since 1952 there has been a continuing interest in the Town Manager 
form of administration for the Town of Natick. Various members appointed 
to the committee have done a prodigious amount of research, visited other 
communities, studied other charters, as well as analyzed our own town 
government. For the work done by past members, organizations, and 
individuals, the present committee is most grateful. Although the member- 
ship of the committee has changed, all members have expressed appreciation 
of the cooperation shown them by the town officials, and have been 
impressed by the sincerity and devotion to his job of every appointed or 
elected member of Natick’s town government. The idea of adapting our 
town administration to its growing needs has persisted, and culminated in 
the drafting of a proposed charter for Selectmen-Town Manager form of 
administration, which was presented to Town Meeting members. At the 
annual Town Meeting of 1958, the Committee was instructed to study all 
forms of town and city government. At the Town Meeting of 1959, the 
committee was against further consideration of city government, and 
recommended further study of stronger town administration. 


APPROACH TO THE PROBLEM 


This committee deplores change for change’s sake alone. We believe 
that a town’s government can be no better than the people who carry the 
responsibility for its conduct; however the administration of a town’s 
government cannot function efficiently if the structure is so scattered and 
decentralized that there is no one board acting as a responsible head or 
co-ordinator, thereby giving a certain amount of leadership, and providing 
for continuing evaluation and follow through. While we have been assured 
that there is co-operation between town departments, co-operation and 
co-ordination are not synonymous. In our judgment, co-operation alone 
is not enough. A willingness to work together cannot be fully exploited 
unless there is a delineation of the areas in which co-operation is expected 
and the establishment of procedures for enlisting co-operation. For these 
reasons, the present committee believes that a move toward a more central- 
ized form of administration is advisable and will greatly benefit the town. 
This would necessarily entail enlarging the authority of the Selectmen. 
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First STEP TO A SOLUTION 


Your committee recommends, as a first consideration, increasing the 
Board of Selectmen from three to five members. The town has grown to 
such proportions that it is only sensible that the responsibility of the 
Selectmen be assumed by more members, who would represent more varied 
points of view in the important matter of policymaking and decision. 
A three to two, or four to one decision would carry more weight than a 
two to one in problems related to the economic and industrial growth 
of the community. 


THE SECOND STEP 


It is apparent, and statistics prove, that more and more communities 
are changing to a more centralized, business-like form of government 
administration, at the same time retaining as many elected officials as 
possible and practical to maintain the democratic procedures of repre- 
sentative government. Towns such as Needham, Brookline, and Weston 
have recently adopted some form of Selectmen-Executive-Secretary town 
administration. ‘This form of administration provides for a_ full-time 
Executive-Secretary qualified to carry out the policies and decisions 
established by the Selectmen. 

The long-range recommendation of this Committee will be for a 
form of Selectmen-Executive-Secretary town administration, to be worked 
out with the further co-operation of the town department heads and 
officials. By increasing the authority of the Selectmen, and by providing a 
trained specialist to attend to the routine administrative details, there will 
be the greater co-ordination and “fixing of responsibility” that the com- 
mittee unanimously desires. This will tend to eliminate duplication of 
effort and equipment, thereby resulting, if not in actual economies, at 
least in a more efficient and qualitative expenditure of town monies.

LEONARD MORSE HOSPITAL BUILDING SURVEY COMMITTEE 


Subject Committee was appointed pursuant to action under Article 
44 of the 1959 Regular Town Meeting for the purpose of conducting 
studies of the physical plant and to obtain plans for expansion and repairs 
of the Leonard Morse Hospital. In accordance with the growing awareness 
in many quarters of the Town of the necessity for long-range planning of 
major capital outlay programs, said Committee has undertaken its assign- 
ment with a view of anticipating needs for the next five years. 

It has required little imagination to recognize certain needs merely on 
the basis of obsolescence or inefficient distribution of space. Many of these 
situations were detailed in reports of the Hospital Trustees to the Long 
Range Capital Expenditure Committee of 1957. The Survey Committee 
has further attempted to take into account probable increased demand for 
local hospital facilities predicated upon reasonable foreseeable community 
growth. 

In all, the Committee met fourteen times between June and December 
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1959. Serious consideration was given to the question of engaging an 
independent hospital consultant to conduct the physical survey prior to 
preparation of architectural plans. A questionnaire letter was prepared by 
the Committee and sent to the executive head of each of 22 comparable 
community hospitals in Massachusetts which had in recent years under- 
taken expansion programs. Of 16 responses, the majority indicated that 
they had completed their respective projects without such independent 
private consultant assistance. In view of this, the committee voted not 
to engage a consultant as such. 

Several candidates for the architectural work had been interviewed 
and each had offered plant survey and long-range planning services. Based 
upon qualifications, and in view of their ability to start work promptly, 
the firm of Curtin and Riley was hired by the Committee. This group has 
done previous architectural and planning work for the Leonard Morse 
Hospital, and has a substantial background in the field. 

Their first task is the physical plant survey and development of a 
long-range plan for the hospital. This work will include the preparation 
of preliminary sketch plans and such other details as will be required for 
application for Federal financial assistance under the Hill-Burton Program. 
The Committee continues to meet with Curtin and Riley and expects to 
present detailed recommendations for ‘Town Meeting consideration 


during 1960.

WILSON JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The Junior High School Building Committee, created under Article 1 
of the Special Town Meeting of April 24th, 1958 had originally scheduled 
the final completion of its work for Dec. 1959. The completion of certain 
details of correctional and unfinished work at the school however will run 
into early 1960. 

On June 10th, 1959, the School Committee unanimously voted to 
officially adopt the name “Henry Wilson Junior High School.” This school 
was opened Sept. 9th, 1959 on schedule to approximately 800 students. 

The building is well constructed and much favorable comment has 
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been received from outside school officials regarding its functional design. 
Reports also indicate that the cafetori'um, an innovation in Natick schools, 
is well accepted. 

Acknowledgments with thanks are hereby extended to several ‘Town 
Departments whose cooperation and assistance resulted in considerable 
savings to the town and permitted us to open the school according to 
schedule. 

Acknowledgment should also be made to the unremitting work of two 
people. (Pop) Fletcher Hatch, committee member and engineer, inspected 
the work daily and made himself continually available for consultation. His 
experience in building schools here in Natick and his diligence in this work 
should deserve the gratitude of all the townspeople. (Cap) Charles Cush- 
man is a very capable works manager. His continual supervision of and 
interest in this project on behalf of the committee has been invaluable. The 
savings he has made for the town are far in excess of his salary. The com- 
mittee is convinced, because of his work, that the position of clerk of the 
works should be a requirement by the town in every major future under- 
taking. 

Final settlement with the general contractor should be accomplished 
early in 1960 at which time a final accounting will be made to the School 
Building Assistance Commission and the school turned over to the School

March 22, 1949, which accepted the provisions of Section 97A of Chapter 41 of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, or otherwise act thereon. 


Voted, unanimously, Indefinite Postponement. 


ARTICLE 49. 
(By Petition — Minna B. Satterfield and Others) 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 17.1.5 of the Building Code and 
Zoning By-Laws of the Town of Natick, as heretofore amended, substantially as. 
follows, or otherwise act thereon: 


1. By striking out the whole of the first, second, third and fourth paragraphs 
thereof and substituting therefor the following: 


“T. INTRODUCTION. This section is adopted by the Town for the 
regulation and restriction of billboards, signs and other advertising devices 
within the Town pursuant to the authority conferred upon it by Article 50 
of the Constitution of the Commonwealth, by General Laws, Chapter 40 
Section 21, Chapter 40A Sections 2 and 3, Chapter 93 Sections 29 and 30, 
Chapter 143 Section 3 and all acts in amendment thereof and in addition 
thereto, and by every other law or power it hereunto enabling. 


“TI. DEFINITIONS. As used herein the following words and terms 
shall have and include the following respective meanings: 


a. Accessory Sign: Any billboard, sign or other advertising device 
that advertises or indicates the person occupying the premises on which the 
sign is erected or the business transacted thereon, or advertises the property 
itself or any part thereof as for sale or to let, and which contains no other 
advertising matter. 


b. Board of Appeals: The Board of Appeals established or operating 
in the Town of Natick under the Zoning Enabling Act, or any amendment 
thereof, or addition thereto. 


c. Building Inspector: The Building Inspector appointed under the 
provisions of the Building Code and Zoning By-Laws of the Town of Natick 
as now or hereafter in force and effect. 


d. Business Area: Any area included within a district zoned primarily 
for manufacturing or business purposes under the Code. 

It does not include any area within a district zoned for residential pur- 
poses under the Code, as hereinafter defined, regardless of whether the area 
is being lawfully used or is available for such use through a special permit or 
a variance granted by the Board of Appeals or through a non-conforming 
use or by any other means. 


e. Code: The Building Code and Zoning By-Laws of the Town of 
Natick as from time to time in force and effect. 


f. Erected: The word “erected”? shall include the words attached, 
built, constructed, reconstructed, altered, enlarged, moved. 


g. Non-Accessory Sign:Any billboard, sign or other advertising device 
that does not come within the foregoing definition of an accessory sign. 


h. Parking Area: A public parking area or a private parking area 
that is open to parking of motor vehicles by all customers of a store or stores 
equally. 


i. Person: The word “Person” shall include one or more individuals, 
a partnership, an association, a corporation and a business trust. 


j. Residential Area: A residential area is an area situated within a 
district zoned primarily for residential or agricultural purposes under the 
Code. It includes GR Districts, MR Districts and S Districts. 


k. Sign: The word “sign”? shall mean and include any letter, word, 
symbol, drawing, picture, design, device, article or object that advertises, 
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calls attention to or indicates any premises, person or activity, whatever the 
nature of the material and manner of composition or construction. 


1. Size: In applying the maximum height, width and area limitations 
prescribed in this section for signs, any intermediary removable surface to 
which a sign is affixed shall be deemed to be part of the sign. The area 
of a sign composed of individual letters or devices cut into or affixed to the 
wall of a building shall be determined by multiplying the over-all horizontal 
distance from the left edge of the letter or device farthest to the left in said 
sign to the right edge of the letter or device farthest to the right by the over- 
all vertical distance from the upper edge of the highest letter or device in 
said sign to the lower edge of the lowest letter or device. The area of every 
sign shall be determined by aggregating the areas of all display surfaces 
thereof. 


m. Standing Sign: The term “standing sign” shall include any and 
every sign erected on or affixed to the land and any and every exterior sign 
that is not attached to a building. 


n. Store: A “store” shall include any establishment, office or place of 
business or manufacture. 


o. Street: Any public way or a private way that is legally open to 
public use. 


p. This Section: Section 17.1.5 of the Building Code and Zoning By- 
Laws of the Town of Natick as from time to time amended. 


“III. REGULATIONS AND RESTRICTIONS. a. The following 
regulations and restrictions shall apply to all signs erected in residential 
areas: 


(1) Signs shall be limited to the following: A sign or signs not 
exceeding five (5) square feet in aggregate area on any one building or 
lot and strictly accessory to a lawful use thereof; or, if advertising only 
the sale or rental thereof, not exceeding ten (10) square feet; or one or 
more accessory signs not exceeding fifteen (15) square feet in aggregate 
area on the premises of any public building, farm, garden, tree nursery or 
forest. 


(2) No sign shall be located nearer to a party line than it is lawful 
to maintain a building, or shall be permitted or allowed to project more 
than six (6) inches in front of any front lines for buildings. 


(3) No non-accessory sign of any sort shall be erected or maintained. 


(b.) In business areas accessory signs complying with the following 
provisions may be erected. All other accessory, and all non-accessory signs, 
are expressly prohibited: 


(1) Location: The sign shall be affixed to a building, except as 
hereinafter provided. A sign attached to a building shall be securely affixed 
to one of the walls or the roof of the building. If affixed to a wall, it shall 
not project beyond the face of any other wall of the building. If affixed to 
the roof, it shall not project beyond the face of any wall of the building. 
No sign, whether affixed to a wall, parapet or roof of a building, shall project 
more than five (5) feet above the lowest line of the main roof of the build- 
ing. 


(2) Size. A sign shall not be more than thirty-two (32) square feet 
in area, except that one sign on the front exterior wall of a building may 
extend across the full width of said wall (unless the store to which it is 
accessory occupies the entire first floor of a detached building, in which 
event the sign may extend across not more than three-quarters (34) of the 
width of said wall) if such sign complies with the following specifications: 
that it is parallel to such wall and does not extend more than twelve (12) 
inches therefrom, that its height does not exceed one-sixth (1/6) of the 
height of such wall, and that no part of it extends above the low point of 
the main roof line of the building. The aggregate area of signs of stores 
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occupying other than the first floor of a building shall not exceed nine (9) 
square feet and all such signs shall be parallel with the wall to which they 
are affixed and not more than three (3) feet high. 


(3) Numbers. There shall be not more than one (1) exterior sign 
for each store except that if a store has more than one public entrance 
there may be a secondary sign affixed to each wall in which such entrance 
is located other than the wall to which the principal sign is affixed, and if 
the store has a wall not containing an entrance, but which faces upon a street 
or a parking area, there may be a secondary sign affixed to such wall; pro- 
vided, however, that no store shall have more than two (2) secondary signs 
in any event. The secondary sign or signs on any store shall not exceed the 
height nor fifty per cent (50%) of the maximum permissible width or area 
of the principal sign of said store. In addition to the foregoing sign or signs, 
there may be one directory of the stores occupying the building affixed to 
the exterior wall of the building at each entrance to the building. Such 
directory shall not exceed an area determined on the basis of one (1) square 
foot for each store of the building. 


(c) The following regulations shall apply in all areas of the Town: 


(1) Special Signs. In particular instances the Board of Selectmen 
may approve the granting of a permit for more than the number of signs 
hereinabove permitted or signs of a maximum size or in a location other than 
hereinabove specified, if it determines that the size, height or distinctive 
architecture of the building with reference to the adjacent street or streets 
or the nature of the use being made of the store, is such that additional sign 
or signs of a larger maximum size should be permitted in the public interest, 
and that the granting of such approval will be in harmony with the general 
purpose and intent of this section, and will not be injurious to the neigh- 
borhood in which such sign or signs are to be located, nor to traffic or safety 
conditions therein, nor otherwise detrimental to the public safety or welfare. 


During the construction of a building, a standing sign may be erected 
on the premises identifying the building, the owner, the leasee, the contrac- 
tors, the architects or the engineers but such sign shall not exceed twenty 
(20) square feet in surface area nor ten (10) feet in any dimension. Such 
sign shall be removed promptly after the completion of the building. 


Gasoline filling stations and garages may, if they elect to do so, divide 
the one exterior sign affixed to the front wall of the building, to which they 
are entitled as hereinabove provided, into separate signs affixed to and 
parallel to such wall and indicating the separate operations or departments 
of the business, provided, however, that the total of the widths of the 
separate signs shall not exceed the maximum width permitted under this 
By-Law for a single exterior sign on such wall. In addition, one sign, stand- 
ing or otherwise, indicating the company whose gasoline is being sold may 
be erected of such type, and in such location, and in such manner as the 
Board of Selectmen may permit. The standard type of gasoline pump 
bearing thereon in usual size and form, the name or type of gasoline and 
the price thereof shall not be deemed to be in violation of this By-Law. 
Temporary or movable signs of any and every type are specifically pro- 
hibited. 


(2) Construction. No sign shall be painted or posted directly on the 
exterior surface of any wall, including windows and doors. All signs must 
consist of, or be painted or otherwise securely affixed to, a substantial re- 
movable surface and such surface shall be securely affixed to the wall of the 
building. The foregoing, however, shall not prevent installation of a sign 
by individual letters or devices cut into or securely affixed to the exterior 
wall of a building, provided that such letters or devices have a minimum 
depth or projection of one-fourth (%) of an inch. The material of the 
sign and intermediary surface and the manner of affixation of the sign to 
the intermediary surface and of the intermediary surface to the wall of the 
building shall be subject to the approval of the Building Inspector for 
the purpose of protecting the safety of the public. 
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(3) Standing Signs. Any person entitled to erect one or more ac- 
cessory signs on a building in accordance with the preceding paragraphs 
of this section may, at his option, substitute for, or maintain instead of, 
one of said signs a standing sign mounted on unbraced upright posts, no part 
of which sign is located nearer than one and one-half (1%) feet to the 
ground, of no greater height or width than the principal sign permitted on 
such building, nor more than thirty-two (32) square feet in area and lawful 
in all other respects, and so located that it does not project beyond the ap- 
plicable building line fixed by the Zoning By-Law, nor rise any higher than 
the maximum height which would be permitted for a sign attached to the 
said building. No standing sign shall extend more than twenty (20) feet 
above finished ground level. 


(4) Illumination and Motion. Signs, any part of which moves or 
flashes, and all signs of the travelling light or animated type, are prohibited. 
No red or green illumination shall be used on any signs located within fifty 
(50) feet of any street line, or within three hundred (300) feet of any 
intersection. No illumination shall be permitted which is not so arranged 
as to avoid glare onto any portion of any street or into the path of on- 
coming vehicles or onto any residential premises. Any illuminated sign pro- 
jecting above a building wall shall be so shielded by substantial baffles that 
the illumination of such sign shall not be apparent from the rear thereof. 

No Signs shall be illuminated on Sundays or between the hours of mid- 
night and dawn except (1) signs of passenger stations, gasoline stations, 
restaurants, hotels and lodging houses which, in each instance, may remain 
illuminated on Sunday or after midnight so long as, and only so long as, such 
place remains open to receive the public, (2) signs of stores legally per- 
mitted to remain open for business on Sundays, which, in each instance, 
may remain illuminated on Sunday so long as, and only so long as, such 
store is legally open for business, and (3) signs of physicians and hospitals 
which may be illuminated at any time. The provisions of this sub-section 
(4) shall apply not only to exterior signs, but also to interior signs which 
are designed or placed to show through windows or doors of buildings. 


(5) Maintenance. All signs whether erected before or after the effec- 
tive date of this By-Law shall be maintained in good repair and safe con- 
dition to the satisfaction of the Building Inspector and the Board of Select- 
men. 


2. By designating the fifth paragraph of the present Section 17.1.5 
as paragraph (c) (6) of the foregoing subsection entitled “III. Regulations 
and Restrictions.” 


3. By adding to the sixth paragraph of the present Section 17.1.5 the 
following sentence: 

“Tf within five (5) days after demand made by the Board of Selectmen 
the Building Inspector shall fail to give any notice of a violation of this 
section which he is required to give by this paragraph or shall fail to 
cause a prosecution to be brought as hereby required, then the Board of 
Selectmen may, in their own names, give such notice or cause such prosecu- 
tion to be brought.” 


4. By inserting before the sixth paragraph of the present Section 
17.1.5. the heading: “IV. Administration.”’, and by designating the sixth, 
seventh, eighth, ninth and tenth paragraphs of said existing Section 17.1.5. 
as paragraphs a, b, c, d, and e respectively, under said heading. 


_ 5. By striking out the last two paragraphs of the present Section 
17.1.5. and substituting therefor the following: 


“V. MISCELLANEOUS. a. Non-Conforming Signs. Any sign that does 
not comply with any provision of this section, as from time to time amended, 
which sign was legally erected prior to the adoption of such provision, must 
be made to comply therewith within five (5) years after the effective date 
of such provision, except that standing signs must be made to comply within 
three (3) years after such effective date. In addition, any sign so legally 
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erected which does not comply with any provision of subsection III.c.(4) 
of this Section, as from time to time amended, within six (6) months after 
the effective date of such provision shall not be illuminated later than 
9 p.m. (or such earlier hour as the Board of Selectmen may deem necessary 
to eliminate any traffic hazard resulting from such illumination) until it 
shall be made fully to comply with the said subsection. 


b. Penalty for Violation. In addition to any other remedy granted 
or penalty imposed by law, whoever being in violation of any provision of 
this section shall fail to remedy such violation within five (5) days after 
the receipt of a notice of such violation given by the Building Inspector 
or the Board of Selectmen (or, if such violation cannot be practicably 
remedied within five (5) days, shall fail within such period to begin to 
remedy the same and thereafter continue diligently to proceed until such 
violation is remedied) shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty 
(20) dollars for each such violation and each day during which such viola- 
tion shall continue shall be deemed a separate violation. 


c. Severability. The invalidity of any part or provision of this section 
or of the application hereof to any particular subject matter, shall not 
invalidate any other part or provision hereof or affect the application 
hereof to any other subject matter. 


The report of the Planning Board was read recommending that this Article 
be referred to a Committee of seven, to be appointed by the Moderator, for further 
study. 


Voted, that the subject matter of Article 49 be referred to a Committee of seven, 
to be appointed by the Moderator, for further study. 


Motion for reconsideration, declared lost.

such persons is to be paid from the proceeds of any such sale, and provided further 
that such compensation shall not exceed the standard and usual fees charged for such 
services; or otherwise act thereon. 


Voted, unanimously, that a Committee of eight be appointed to consider the sale of 
the sewer beds property described in Article 50 and report to a future Town 
Meeting.

The Planning Board introduced this Article to have the Town determine 
the desirability of a specific law requiring 100 percent betterments, upon 
acceptance of private ways, woodland roads or unaccepted streets, apply to 
the abuttors in such cases, the same as has been required of sub-division 
developers by the Planning Board for several years. 

It is inconsistent for the Town to require, through its Planning Board, 
that sub-division developers pay 100 percent betterments, which in turn is 
paid for by the purchasers of the homes, whereas, home-owners on unac- 
cepted streets may pay a smaller percent of betterments although no better- 
ments were included in the initial house cost and, in theory at least, the 
assessed valuation of the property has therefore been less. 

Likewise, the Town’s present economic situation does not warrant as- 
sumption of any part of the betterments costs of unaccepted streets. 

The Planning Board has observed, since the 1957 revaluation, many 
instances where various builders have constructed houses by single building 
permits or under variances. Where this has occurred on unaccepted streets, 
in some cases water main extension costs have been paid by the builder, but 
street construction and drainage requirements in accord with Board of Public 
Works and Board of Health standards have not been met. These conditions, 
as in the past, constitute a potential basis for an Article in the Warrant and 
a request to the Town to share in the cost of street acceptance. In this pro- 
cedure certain factors may influence the final decision to the extent that the 
matter of equity to the Town as a whole is completely overlooked. 

It is the intention of the Planning Board, upon completion of the Com- 
mittee’s work named in Article 20 of this Warrant, to note on all prints 
signed by the Planning Board the street status as “‘unaccepted,” if such be 
the case, so that future buyers and others concerned may be fully aware of 
the status of such streets. 

The Planning Board has ascertained that this Article conforms with the 
thinking of the Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards, the Regional 
Planning Boards comprised of Planning Board members of nearby towns and 
Economic Development Associates and meets with the approval of the 
spokesman for the Board of Public Works. |

Report of Town Accountant 


In compliance with Section 61, Chapter 41, General Laws, I submit 
herewith the annual report of the Accounting Department for the year 
ended December 31, 1959. 

All invoices and payrolls presented during the year by the Town De- 
partments have been examined both for their accuracy and legal require- 
ments before being submitted to the Treasurer for payment. The payments, 
which were presented on 244 Treasury Warrants, amounted to $9,254,726.94 
for which the Treasury Department issued 47,575 checks. 


The Treasurer’s cash has been audited and found to be in order. ‘The 
total receipts during 1959 totaled $9,281,518.73. The cash balance on 
hand December 31, 1959 is $1,340,385.65 and is an increase of approxi- 
mately $26,800.000 from the balance on hand at the end of 1958. 


Monthly notices of appropriation condition were forwarded on State 
approved forms, to all Town officers, committees, and boards charged with 
the expenditure of ‘Town funds. At the time of this report no bills remain- 
ing unpaid for 1959 have been submitted to the Town Accountant. 


Upon the close of the financial year, statements were compiled in 
tabulated form showing the amounts appropriated throughout the year 
and the amounts expended from each appropriation for the year 1959 and 
the estimates for the year 1960, and copies were forwarded to the Finance 
Committee. 


Again this year and for the 19th consecutive year the departments, 
collectively, have turned back substantial unexpended appropriation bal- 
ances, from their operating budgets. ‘The unexpended appropriation bal- 
ances, exclusive of Sewer and Water, returned to 1959 Revenue Account 
Synounted 10 $204,304.72. 


As required by law, under Section 54-A, Chapter 41, General Laws, 
notice was given to the Assessors of the total 1959 receipts except from 
taxes, loans, trust funds, federal grants and revolving funds, and the source 
of such receipts was specified. The actual collection in this group of receipts 
was $129,137.57 higher than the estimate used by the Assessors in deter- 
mining the 1959 tax rate. This excess was due primarily to a large dis- 
tribution of State Income Tax, an increase in our School Aid Construction 
under Chapter 645, Acts of 1948, an increase in our charities and Old Age 
Assistance and other miscellaneous receipts. 


The following recommendations are made: a) That 1960 authorized 
borrowing should not be in excess of our 1960 debt payments of $580,400.00, 
so that we may keep our debt from rising. b) That all copies of contracts 
be filed with the Town Accountant within ten days of signature. c) That 
all departments submit all bills promptly for payment. d) That all depart- 
ments complete the purchasing of outlays and all major items by November 
Ist and that all purchasing of miscellaneous departmental supplies and mate- 
rials be completed by December Ist; therefore, by accomplishing this, the 
result would be for a more even flow of receiving and processing invoices 
over the latter part of the year and would help to relieve the additional 
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work loads that the offices of the Town Treasurer and Town Accountant 


are, jointly, forced to face.
